Technical Review 


A Direct Labour Inquiry? 


THE CORRESPONDENCE in our columns on this subject, 
which was sparked off by a letter by SIR RICHARD COPPOCK, 
General Secretary, NFBTO, in our issue of September 11 
and has continued since between him and MR. PETER 
TRENCH, Director, NFBTE, as the two main protagonists, 
with the help of plenty of contributions from the side lines, 
shows no sign of coming to an end, nor of establishing the 
relevant facts from which final conclusions can be drawn. 
Furthermore, the intervention of a Labour Correspondent 
in an article in ‘ The Builder’ of November 13, in which 
an appeal was made for ‘a sense of proportion’ when 
considering the matter, added fuel to the fire rather than 
the reverse, with the result that figures have been pro- 
duced purporting to show the numbers of operatives em- 
ployed by direct labour departments of local authorities, 
only to be contradicted by the employers’ spokesman. 
Equal controversy has raged around other aspects of direct 
labour, as to whether it is ever really efficient, whether 
proper accounts are kept, questions relating to the true 
cost of works so executed, whether quantity surveyors 
check the works, and so on, to what might be considered 
the relatively side issue affecting training of apprentices. 

But if the correspondence has failed to produce a con- 
sensus of opinion on the merits or otherwise of direct 
labour it has at least served to bring before the industry 


as a whole the important issues that are at stake. Both 
John Citizen and those more directly connected with build- 
ing are entitled to know where the truth lies, and the 
fact that the two sides of the building industry are unable 
to agree on this points the need for an impartial fact- 
finding inquiry, preferably under the aegis of the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government. After the facts were 
established the way would be clear for the Ministry, if 
the findings of the inquiry merited it, ‘to lay down some 
definite rules with which local authorities would have to 
comply, such as the publication of detailed accounts for 
each job undertaken, if they wished to continue to operate 
a direct labour department. This should not only help 
to clear up some of the suspicion with which direct labour 
schemes are regarded by builders, but would also serve the 
good purpose of ensuring that public money was not wasted 
in schemes of this nature. 


In considering the work of direct labour departments 
it is usual to draw a line between new works of construc- 
tion and works of maintenance, for which there is con- 
siderable justification. It is the growth of the former that 
arouses the antagonism of the builders, especially when 
the suspicion arises that under the new Ministry directive, 
that requires local authorities to seek competitive tenders 
for only one in three of the jobs they undertake, local 


of 





authorities are tempted to take the cream for themselves 
and leave only the less worthwhile jobs to be undertaken 
by private enterprise. There is no doubt that if the 
Ministry, pending the findings of a Departmental Com- 
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mittee, could again see its way to insisting—as it did for a 
number of years until recently—that all new work by direct 
labour should be on a competitive basis, it would go far to 
restoring the confidence of the industry in the future. 


Power Stations and Transmission Lines 


IN THE THOUGHTFUL ADDRESS which he gave to the Royal 
Society of Arts on November 25 (see page 901) sir 
CHRISTOPHER HINTON, Chairman of the Central Electricity 
Generating Board, admitted that the activities of the Board 
in connection with nuclear power plants and main trans- 
mission lines often conflict with amenity; but he said, no 
doubt rightly, that until more practical experience is 
obtained nuclear power stations must be built in isolation. 
As to unsightly transmission lines, which many critics 
suggest would be better underground, he pointed to the 
immense increase in cost that this would mean—£400,000 
per mile as against £25,000 for overhead transmission. 
Unless the taxpayer is prepared to pay this cost, or the 
consumer a largely increased price for his current (which 
is unlikely) the overhead line appears to be with us 
indefinitely. It must be made as unobtrusive as possible. 

Sir William Holford, who also addressed the meeting, 
pointed out that we are now approaching a situation in 
which the greater part of our land not already built up 
has a rarity \.lue, and where every individual site can 
claim to be more or less unique. The only consolation 
(a welcome one) that he could offer for loss of natural 


amenity was that a great deal of imagination and skill is 
now being used in the design of power stations. As to 
overhead transmission lines, there can be no doubt that 
the unsightliness that seems to be inseparable from these 
would be much reduced if his basic rules were adopted. 

The time is rapidly approaching, if it has not already 
arrived, when the problems of land-use will have to receive 
much closer consideration. Thirty thousand acres of 
agricultural land are being given up every year to building 
and other development, and demands are increasing. The 
real trouble is, as Sir Christopher Hinton said, that the 
United Kingdom is supporting a population of fifty million 
people in an island ‘ well designed’ to accommodate only 
twenty million. Sir Christopher is not alone in seeing no 
satisfactory solutions to the problems that face us in the 
context of increasing industrialisation—and over-popula- 
tion. Mr. Peter Trench recently suggested that the 
Government should set up an independent tribunal to 
consider the whole question of land use. That is urgently 
necessary. The study of the possibilities of relief to this 
little island by expansion in the empty spaces of the 
Commonwealth is no less urgent.

When one considers that the Circus 
will in a few years’ time be extended to 
Lyons’ ‘ Trocadero’ on the east and to 
Jermyn-street to the south, the size and 
importance of the Monico site may be 
thought to shrink and any building now 
placed on it will lose a lot of its present 
significance. Add to this the fact that 
any building in Piccadilly will become 
more and more a background for the 
most violent forms of advertising and one 
wonders whether architecture enters into 
the question at all. Certainly the task 
of the controlling planning body is not 
to be envied, any more than that of the 
members of the Royal Fine Art Commis- 
sion, several of whom have viewed the 
new design although their comments are 
not known. It is not customary for 
the Commission to be represented at a 
planning inquiry but (as he told the 


height of the podium has been reduced to 
line up with the County Fire Offices in 
Regent-street. The architecture remains 
pedestrian and the advertisements on the 
172-ft. tower block will be visible (as no 
doubt the developers are well aware) for 
miles around.

By-passed at Hammersmith 


THE ALDERTON CONSTRUCTION CO. and its 
joint managing director, Mr. Dayton, are 
again in the news. Before leaving last 
week for Africa, Mr. Dayton issued a 
statement (given on page 902) in which 
he charged the London County Council 
with refusal to allow his firm to put in a 


for which his firm was tke contractor, 
have been responsible for the Council’s 
refusing it an invitation to tender. The 
facts, as given by an LCC spokesman, do 
not really support this claim. At the time 
when tenders were invited for the Ham- 
mersmith flyover, the Alderton Con- 
struction Co. was, and, it appears, had 
been since 1956, on the Council's list of 
contractors prepared to carry out work 
up to a value of £120,000. Not till 
November 13, nine days after invita- 
tions to tender had gone out, did the 
company apply for its financial classifica- 
tion to be increased to enable it to put in 
a bid. The Council, it is understood, took 
the view that it would not be possible to 
complete the financial inquiries needed in 
time, and adhered to this decision not- 
withstanding assurance by bankers that 
the firm was able to carry out a contract 
considerably in excess of the estimated 
cost of the flyover.

SUBSEQUENTLY, the time for return of 
tenders was extended, at the request of 
the eight firms which are tendering, by 
a fortnight to December 28; taking this 
into account, it would seem that had the 
Council been prepared to move quickly, 
and given sanction to its being trans- 
ferred to the higher financial category, 
the Alderton company would have had 
something of the order of five weeks to 
prepare its bid, about a fortnight less than 
the other contractors it is true, but suffi- 
ciently long for a keen firm to have put in 
a price. To this extent the Council’s 
engineers have shown themselves to be a 
little starchy; on the other hand they may 
well have asked themselves the question 
why the firm did not apply for financial 
regrading in better time? 

It is this last fact, coupled with that part 
of Mr. Dayton’s statement that ‘ we are 
on the LCC’s official list’ which 
makes us hope that future announce- 
ments by the firm may be fully authenti- 
cated. Mr. Dayton, in the view of many, 
has done well in ventilating the rather 
antiquated attitude to transport engineer- 
ing that is held in certain official quarters; 
it would be a pity if he undid the good by 
failure to check his references. 


Stonehenge and Avebury 

ONE OF THE MOST ATTRACTIVE official pub- 
lications to reach us for a long time is the 
new illustrated guide to Stonehenge and 
Avebury, prepared by the Central Office 
of Information for the Ministry of Works. 
Written by R. J. C. Atkinson, Professor 
of Archeology, University College, Car- 
diff, it gives a remarkably interesting 
account of the prehistoric Wiltshire 
monuments—Stonehenge, The Cursus, 
Woodhenge, the Barrows, Avebury, West 
Kennet Long Barrow, the Sanctuary, Sil- 
bury Hill and Windmill Hill, together 
with notes on the primitive people who 
inhabited the area, their tools, weapons 
and pottery. A particularly interesting 
section suggests, with drawings, the way 
in which the monuments were built. The 
illustrations include a cover picture in 
colour and some impressive reconstruc- 
tion drawings by Alan Sorrell and maps 
and plans by Reitz, together with repro- 
ductions of 17th- and 18th-century 
engravings and many excellent photo- 
graphs, including air views. The guide 
is published by HMSO, price 3s.

‘ The State of Design in Britain 


A PAMPHLET UNDER THIS TITLE, written 
by Sir Gordon Russell, Director, The 
Council of Industrial Design, gives a use- 
ful appreciation of the present state of 
industrial design and suggests how further 
progress could be made. ‘ There is no 
reason,’ he writes, ‘why things made by 
machine should be ugly or shoddy. It is 
apathy, greed, ignorance or prejudice 
which make them so. This challenge 
presents industry with splendid oppor- 
tunities, for the rise in working-class in- 
comes, coupled with a heightened popu- 
lar interest in design, opens up an entirely 
new kind of market, a market with per- 
haps fewer prejudices and inhibitions 
than the great middle-class market of pre- 
war days.’ How can advantage best be 
taken of this? 

Sir Gordon suggests by the improve- 
ment of design standards, which is a 


form of education. ‘ Technical education 
in industry without visual education,’ he 
writes, ‘merely makes the production of 
ever greater numbers of even uglier things 
a certainty. The growing pace of scien- 
tific and technological research will make 
it difficult in the immediate future not to 
get further out of step, unless there is a 
much greater awareness of the humani- 
ties. . . . The popular opinion is that to 
spend millions on scientific research is 
sound: to spend hundreds on the arts is 
a luxury we cannot afford.’ 

Sir Gordon claims that the work of the 
Council of Industrial Design, which is 
already showing how great its potential 
value could be commercially, is also cul- 
turally important. But the taste of the 
average member of the public is appar- 
ently ahead of that of the average retail 
buyer. To set up a network of Design 
Centres is not practicable on account of 
cost, but large-scale Design Centre exhi- 
bitions in enlightened department stores 
appear to be a useful substitute. By this 
means several stores have already quick- 
ened interest in design among their staff, 
permanently improved their stock and 
display, and built up valuable goodwill, 
especially among their younger customers. 

One could wish that Sir Gordon could 
have said something about the number 
and quality of students specialising in in- 
dustrial design. For too many art 
students seem to look down on industrial 
design and fancy themselves as budding 
Picassos. 


Some are More Equal... 


AT A TIME when so many building prob- 
lems go unsolved, it is good to note that 
the Council of the British Plastics Federa- 
tion has settled the relative values of the 
words ‘polythene’ and ‘ polyethylene.’ 
Each is to have ‘equal status’ and the 
British Standards Institution is to be 
recommended that the term ‘ polythene’ 
should be used but on the first occasion 
of its use in any BS or similar document, 
a footnote should be inserted that ‘ poly- 
ethylene’ is an equivalent term.

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ALTHOUGH there is no immediate cause 
for alarm, the condition of the houses, 
Nos. 10, 11 and 12 in Downing-street 
is deteriorating. It has therefore been 
decided that the work of reconstruction, 
on the lines recommended by the Craw- 
ford Committee on the Preservation of 
Downing-street, should be put in hand 
as soon as possible. Preliminary plan- 
ning is now well advanced and work is 
due to start at the beginning of the 
summer recess in 1960. The task is 
expected to take about two years to 
complete, and while it is in progress 
Admiralty House and adjoining build- 
ings will be used. 


‘As recommended by the Crawford 
Committee, the reconstruction of the 
Treasury buildings in Whitehall will be 
undertaken simultaneously with the 
Downing-street work. The combined 
cost of the work on the Downing-street 
houses and the Treasury is thought 
likely to be of the order of £1,250,000. 
Proposals will be laid before the House 
for the necessary financial provision to 
be made in the financial year 1960-61.’ 

The Prime Minister (Mr. Harold Mac- 
millan) gave this information in the 
House of Commons on December 8 in 
reply to a question of Sir Godfrey 
Nicholson. The work will be begun, 
as previously announced, by Mr. 
Raymond Erith, ARA, FRIBA. The 
three houses are all that remain of a 
square of private houses built as a 
speculation in the latter part of the 17th 
century by Sir George Downing. They 
have, over the centuries, been radically 
altered. 


In his plans for the reconstruction the 
architect has followed very closely the 
recommendations of the Committee. 


Mr. Erith’s Proposals 


NO. 10 DOWNING-STREET: Though No. 
10 is old, it is surprisingly well suited 
for its present purpose and the arrange- 
ment of the rooms which has evolved 
almost naturally over the years is essen- 
tially right. Mr. Erith’s proposals are 
mainly directed at improving the 
vertical and horizontal communications, 
letting in light, and generally tidying 
up the piecemeal additions which have 
been made over the course of the last 
100 years. In regard to the office 
accommodation the intention is to re- 
construct the single-storey wing at the 
east end of the Downing-street frontage, 
which will be taken up higher but on a 
line with the rest of the house. The 
main increase in space will come as a 
result of rebuilding No. 12 to its 
original height and also from better use 
of the space available. To expand the 
Prime Minister’s accommodation, some 
of the rooms behind the frontage of 
No. 11 will be allocated to the 
occupants of No. 10, and some of the 
Chancellor’s accommodation moved into 
No. 12 as reconstructed. None of the 
rooms historically associated with the 
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Prime Minister or the Chancellor is 
affected. All the State Rooms on the first 
and ground floors of No. 10 will remain 
unaltered. One of the principal internal 
alterations in No. 10 will be the addi- 
tion of another staircase behind the 
disused doorway between the entrance 
doors to Nos. 10 and lI. An 
enclosed courtyard in No. 10 will be 
restored as a feature of the house. 

No. 11: Mr. Erith proposes to leave 
the State Rooms in No. 11 very much 
as they are at present; but in order to 
make room for the expansion of the 
Prime Minister’s accommodation, the 
Chancellor’s new living accommodation 
will extend over No. 12. At present 
the accommodation in No. 11 is linked 
to the terrace in the garden by a bridge. 
Mr. Erith proposes to do away with the 
bridge by extending the Soane Dining 
Room westwards so that it will itself 
form the link. This is the only major 
alteration to an historic room. A lift 
will be installed. 


No. 12: Only the stump of No. 12 has 
remained since the building was burnt 
down in 1879. Mr. Erith proposes to 
rebuild No. 12 to its original height, 
treating it as an extension of Nos. 10 
and 1l. The accommodation inside will 
provide the extra space needed for the 
occupants of all three Downing-street 
houses and will cater for changes in 
staffing between Governments. 

EXTERNAL APPEARANCE: The principal 
changes in the appearance of the 
Downing-street houses are illustrated in 
the sketch elevations. Mr. Erith’s pro- 
posals for the elevations have been dis- 
cussed from time to time with the Royal 
Fine Art Commission who have been in 
agreement with the lines on which he 
is working. 

THE TREASURY OLD BUILDINGS: Re- 
construction of the Treasury buildings is 
now to be carried out at the same time 
as work on the Downing-street houses, 
as recommended in the Crawford Com- 
mittee’s report. The plans for the re- 
construction of ‘the Treasury buildings, 
which have beén prepared by Ministry 
of Works architects, provide for the 
retention and reconditioning of the 
buildings of historic interest. These are 
the Judicial Block in Downing-street, 
built by Sir John Soane in 1827, Dorset 
House in Whitehall (built prior to 1725) 
and Kent's Treasury (built 1733-36). 
This last building includes the Board 
room where the Sovereign used to 
meet the Board of Treasury to discuss 
financial affairs. The Whitehall facade, 
reconstructed and extended by Sir 
Charles Barry in 1847, will be retained 
but a modern reinforced concrete- 
framed structure will be erected behind 
it. 

cost: The cost of the combined 
schemes is estimated to be £l4m., 
though this figure may need to be 
revised. It is expected that the cost of 
the work in Downing-street will be 
rather less than £4m. Preliminary plan- 
ning is now well advanced and tenders 
will be invited early in 1960. Work is 
due to start in the summer of 1960 and 
to finish in the late summer of 1962. 


LCC High Buildings Exhibition 


LONDON’S SKYLINE and its possible future shape is the subject and concern 
of the LCC’s high buildings exhibition. A number of high buildings has 
been erected in central London in recent years, and while the council does 
not seek to discourage this trend neither will it grant indiscriminate licence. 
The exhibition singles out Thorn House, Eastbourne Terrace, Castrol House, 
and the Barbican development as good examples of high building, in that 
they free the site at ground level or avoid the monotony of continuous 
horizontal facades. However, most of London's buildings are of four storeys 
or less, and new high building will be kept an exception rather than the rule. 
In considering whether to give planning permission to a high building, the 
council seeks the views of the Royal Fine Art Commission, any Ministries 
concerned, and local borough councils. Although no rules are laid down, 
the council is guided by considerations of whether a particular high building 
would: 1. spoil or overshadow existing buildings; 2. have a positive visual 
significance; 3. be better than a low building; 4. allow open space or low 
buildings on the site; 5. be of good design and materials; 6. have illumination 
detracting from London’s night scene; 7. relate satisfactorily to open spaces 
and the River Thames. 
The exhibition is open until December 19.

THIS NEW ADMISSION UNIT at the Herrison Hospital, 
Dorchester, stands in its own ground north of the 
hospital and access between them is by public road 
only. In the past such units have been single- 
storey, and this design is the first to adopt a two- 
storey building. Beds are provided on both floors, 
and patients who are fit enough are placed on the 
upper floor. As the purpose of the Admission 
Unit is to study for a short initial period the 
behaviour and problems of the patients, the grounds 
surrounding this building are, of necessity, of vital 
importance. Under the guidance of the landscape 
architect, agricultural ground is being transformed 
into a peaceful park and garden in which the 
patients can roam at leisure, but where they can 
be observed from all parts of the building. The 
site was originally used for crops, therefore no large 
trees were in existence. The perimeter of the site

is being planted with clumps of trees, especially 
on the north and east corners, to screen the site 
from the north wind and the private houses on the 
east. To the west, magnificent views are gained 
of the open country and the common rooms have 
been specially planned to take advantage of this. 
A short entrance drive from the main road serves a 
car park and the main and subsidiary entrances, 
and is so planned that it overlooks no rooms. 

Planning. Particular care was taken in the plan- 
ning to create a feeling of freedom for the patient, 
with easy access to the grounds which form a con- 
sidered part of the design. The first stage of the 
work comprises the Admission Unit itself, and a 
future stage will include four two-storey convales- 
cent villas (shown dotted on the site plan). These 
have been planned so that easy access is gained 
to the main Unit.

From a central entrance hall and common room, 
two-storey wings extend to east and west, one for 
the accommodation of females and one for males. 
In each wing there is a dining room and sitting 
room on the ground floor, and kitchens, cloak- 
rooms, single bedrooms, dormitories and ancillary 
rooms on the ground and first floors. All bed- 
rooms enjoy a south aspect, and those on the 
ground floor have French windows, which incor- 
porate a window for wet or cold weather. In 
addition to a common staircase in the main 
entrance hall, there are secondary staircases in each 
wing to ensure that patients have privacy. The 
common room at ground floor enjoys both a south 
and west aspect, and at first floor there is a similar 
sized common room which has been planned for 
the use of the less ambulant patients. Both the 
male and female sitting and dining rooms can be 
sub-divided by folding doors. North of the main 
entrance hall, there is the treatment wing with 
mainly east-west aspect. This includes an ECT 
section of two main recovery rooms with eight 
beds each, and bathrooms and lavatories adjoining. 
Rooms for social workers, reception records and 
stores, immediately adjoin the entrance hall. An 
unusual extra facility is a hairdressing room on the 
first floor. 


Construction. The sub-soil over the site is 
mainly chalk, with only a few inches of top-soil. 
Owing to this excellent foundation, the building 
has been designed with normal foundations and 
load-bearing walls; the first floor is pre-cast, pre- 
stressed, concrete planks and the flat roof is tanal- 
ised timber joists and woodwool slabs. Flooring 
to dormitories and single rooms is hardwood block; 
linoleum in corridors to reduce noise; and hard- 
wood strip in common rooms, From the entrance 
hall to the first floor there is a fully protected stair- 
case with blade walls instead of balustrades, 
finished in terrazzo. 

Mechanical. Services. From the main boiler 
house of Herrison Hospital a duct has been run 
to the admission unit; steam is used to give both 
central heating and hot water through calorifiers. 
Provision for extensions has been made for connec- 
tions to the convalescent villas in the future. 

Food Distribution. Only service kitchens are 
provided in the admission unit; the food is prepared 
and cooked in the main kitchens of the hospital, 
and is transferred by heated trolleys via the public 
road and the drive. From these food containers, 
deliveries are made direct to the ground floor 
kitchens and from there to the first floor by a 
small electric lift.

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Brasilia: A New Capital City 
Sir William Holford’s Paper at the RIBA 


SPEAKING on ‘ Brasilia’ at a meeting of 
the Royal Institute of British Architects, 
held at 66 Portland-place, W1, on Decem- 
ber 8, PROFESSOR SIR WILLIAM HOLFORD, 
FRIBA, said that in some ways the climate 
in Brazil today was comparable to that 
of our own country in Elizabethan times. 
There was a spirit of adventure in the 
arts and sciences, also in finance; great 
fsith in the future mixed with fatalism; 
extremes of wealth and poverty; resis- 
tance to taxation but acceptance of state 
enterprise; urban populations growing 
fast and rural territories (corresponding to 
colonial territories in the case of Eliza- 
bethan England) thinly peopled and par- 
tially unexplored. 

Brasilia, he continued, was one of the 
greatest of all the adventures. On April 
21, 1960 the seat of government was to 
be transferred there from Rio de Janeiro, 
after a very few years of intensive sur- 
vey, planning and construction. 

Sir William gave an analysis of the 
planning and architectural characteristics 
of Brasilia. In the first place, there were 
two methods of opening up a region; one 
was by ribbon development on a network 
of roads, by which was achieved the reti- 
culation of the ‘linear city.’ The other 
was by creating a new centre and enabling 
it to grow by continuous spread or by 
satellite development until its influence 
was regional or even national. Brasilia 
had followed the latter of these methods; 
although of the same genus as Chandi- 
garh, it was unique’ in the world as 
regards its size, completeness and consis- 
tency. 

The main features of Lucio Costa's 
initial plan were, first, its extrovert 
character, in the manner of an Italian hill- 
town. The form and nature of the town 
was fully exposed at first sight; the major 
open spaces were around the city and 
not enclosed by it; there was domestic 
privacy in the residential superblocks, but 
the public buildings were proudly dis- 
played. A planned unity had been 
achieved in great park and building com- 
positions such as Versailles, in monu- 
mental axes, from Thebes to Washington, 
and in smaller towns; but this had hardly 
been attempted for a city of half-a-million 
people. 

A simple aggregation of units could 
achieve metropolitan size, but not metro- 
politan unity and character. Brasilia’s 
plan was a complex structure, like that 
of the larger vertebrate animals. The 
cells were built up into differentiated 
organs and circulations; more complicated 
than the extensible gridirons of most 
American cities, the functional machinery 
of a Magnitogorsk, or the neighbourhood 
grouping of the British New Towns of the 
last decade. 

This complexity was highly vulnerable; 
the artistic unity of the design would 
have to be supported by unity of control 
and by comprehensive and long-term capi- 
tal investment, if it was to be preserved 


at all. The financing of the communica- 
tions system, for example, could not 
expect the immediate returns normal to 
estate development on a smaller scale. 

The residential ‘squares’ walled by 
trees (as the ancient town of Lucca, for 
example, was walled by ramparts) formed 
a very original extension of the ‘ super- 
block * with its internal pedestrian move- 
ment. Even more original was the idea 
of framing them over the whole extent 
of the completed town plan before all 
the detailed pictures were painted within 
the frames. As the plan of the govern- 
ment centre and its immediate setting 
was finite, residential growth over the 
planned figure of half-a-million would go 
to satellite towns outside the central city; 
the Free City might remain as one of 
these. Brasilia was a supreme example 
of the fact that a city of indeterminate 
size and unlimited growth could not be 
planned. 

Niemeyer’s use of the curved column 
and wide sky-enclosing portico was 
taken as a theme for all the major build- 
ings. Its importance was as a symbol 
for the primitive peoples of the country, 
and its simultaneous success in the more 
sophisticated world of fashion. 


Sir William described the present and 
near-future constructions, particularly on 
the engineering side: the central bus 
station and traffic interchange; the roads 
and grade separations; the pedestrian 
level; the Great Terrace; the Place of the 
Three Powers; the lakeside; and the sites 
of the embassies. He also spoke of water 
supplies; planting; decoration and works 
of art, and the quality of social life that 
might emerge from this scaffolding, and of 
the urban and metropolitan significance 
of Brasilia. 

Leverhulme Trust Grant 

Seconding a vote of thanks to Sir 
William Holford, stR MILES CLIFFORD, 
director of the Leverhulme Trust Fund, 
announced (as briefly reported in our last 
issue) that Brasilia is to be visited for one 
year by two British architects on a grant 
made available by the Fund. He had 
received confirmation of the grant ‘ only 
this morning’ and the trustees of the 
fund had endorsed the idea in principle 
most warmly. 

Subsequently, MR. BASIL SPENCE, the 
President, said that a committee would 
be set up at once by the Royal Institute 
to select the architects and to work out 
details.

‘Some Real Progress in Relations with Allied Societies’ 


Af THE PRESS CONFERENCE held at the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, on 
November 10 following the monthly 
meeting of the Council the previous day, 
with Mr. A. G. Sheppard Fidler, Vice- 
President RIBA, in the chair, it was 
reported that ‘some real progress’ had 
been made in improving liaison with the 
Allied Societies. The Presidents of the 
Allied Societies had met the Constitution 
Committee and had reached a satisfactory 
compromise on some of the more impor- 
tant points at issue. There is to be a 
further meeting on January 4. Other items 
of news announced at the meeting were: 

President’s Inaugural Address.—In his 
inaugural address on November 3, the 
President suggested a possible ‘ Higher 
Council’ representative of all those pro- 
fessions concerned with land use. An in- 
formal lunch party to be attended by the 
Presidents and Secretaries of the Civils, 
Structurals, RICS, TPI, and Landscape 
Architects, to discuss this, has been 
arranged for January 12. 

* Competition by Tender.’ — In 
November, an ad hoc meeting was held 
at the RIBA to consider the increasing 
practice among some authorities of offer- 
ing valuable sites to competing financial 
developers and accepting in virtually all 
cases the highest bid—a practice which 
it is felt puts good architecture in 
jeopardy. 

A number of proposals were put for- 
ward for discussion, including the alter- 
native, which found some favour, of a 
competition limited to architects jointly 
with their respective developers, the 
assessors to include an _ independent 
financial developer. This and other pro- 
posals will be considered at a further 
meeting, to be held on January 6, when 
it is hoped that Mr. Hubert Bennett, 
FRIBA, and, if he thinks fit, the LCC 
Valuer, Mr. Lane, will be present. 


Help for the ABS 

ABS Finances.—The president sug- 
gested to the Council that there should be 
1 minimum voluntary subscription of 5s. 
per member (2s. 6d. for students) to the 
funds of the ABS. The matter is to be 
considered by the Finance Committee 
who will report back to the Council. In 
making this suggestion the President drew 
attention to the many distressing cases 
which were brought to the notice of the 
ABS and the very small allowances which 
the ABS were able to make at present to 
applicants. 

It was stated that subscriptions on this 
scale would bring in about £4,000 a year, 
and that the Royal Incorporation of 
Architects in Scotland already operate a 
scheme on these lines. 

Hospital Conference.—The Symposium 
on the Design of High Buildings, which 
was to have been sponsored jointly by the 
RIBA and the Yerbury Foundation, has 
had to be postponed until the beginning 
of the next session, because financial 
arrangements cannot be finalised in time. 


To replace it, a Hospital Conference, from 
May 23 to 27, 1960, is being arranged, 
with the assistance of the Ministry of 
Health, the Nuffield Foundation, the 
King Edward Trust, and the Regional 
Hospital Boards. It is intended that it 
should form an introduction for archi-

It is certain 
that the measures proposed will not solve London’s traffic 
problem if by that is meant providing road space for all 
vehicle owners with no delays or congestion.

bringing the place of work closer to residential areas does 
there appear to be any real solution to the travel problem 
created by the gross unbalance of London’s living and 
working locations.’ In the assessors’ opinion, this design 
* tackles all the main problems posed. . . . The model shows 
that a modern urban motorway need not seriously disrupt 
an existing town pattern.’ 


DESIGN PLACED SECOND: Mr. Smigielski selected the area 
bounded by the Mall, Oxford-st., the Strand and Shaftes- 
bury-ave., with Piccadilly and Coventry-st. as the centre. 
His report states: ‘The task is on such a scale that 
Government action is required . . . according to my plan 
the cost of elevated urban motorways within inner London 
only would cost £180m. of £6m. a mile.’ Reporting on 
the scheme the assessors say: ‘ The author appreciates that 
local authorities, landowners, traders and the public are 
likely to resist major traffic improvements unless it is well 
demonstrated in a convincing way that London could have 
a new look as well as new traffic ways, that their environ- 
ment as a whole would be made more pleasant and that 
pedestrians would come into their own again.’ 


DESIGN PLACED THIRD: The assessors describe Mr. 
Morison’s project—he chose an East End area including 
Mare-st., Hackney and Victoria Park—as ‘an excellent 
and practical entry.’ They added: ‘An interesting feature 
of the scheme is that the scale of proposals is decided on 
the assumption that special motorway bus services will be 
provided.’ 

The prizewinning schemes, plus others submitted, will 
be exhibited at Charing Cross Underground Station exhibi- 
tion hall from December 21 to January 30.

Point Blocks in London ; Cost Control 


s1r,—I note that Mr. Edmonds, Chairman 
of the LCC Town Planning Committee, 
published a letter in your issue of Decem- 
ber 11. In view of what has happened in 
Piccadilly, I think all interested in the 
future of London should take note of 
what Mr. Edmonds has to say about 
‘point’ blocks. He tells us quite clearly 
that there is not, and never has been, any 
plan or designation of sites suitable for 
such treatment. The real meaning of this 
is that Mr. Edmonds and his Town Plan- 
ning Committee are leaving this question 
to chance.. Any developer that likes to 
come along and demand to put up a 
point block, provided he complies with 
plot ratio regulations or can get round 
them, can put up a point block where he 
likes, and the next fifty years will see 
London turned into a city with tall build- 
ings of all sorts of designs, indis- 
criminately dotted about wherever 
developers like to put them. St. Paul’s, 
Somerset House. Westminster Abbey and 
other well loved London buildings, will 
be lost in the wilderness. 

Mr. Edmonds’s comment on Piccadilly 
Circus illustrates what can happen as a 
result of having no policy. A developer 
came along; he was given permission to 
erect an advertising sign 172 ft. high, to 
do which he was allowed to disregard 
the car-parking and the plot ratio rules. 

There is a lot of grumbling about the 
architecture of this scheme, but if you 
ask architects silly questions you get silly 
replies, i.e., if you tell them to design an 
advertising hoarding, do not be surprised 
if you do not get good architecture.

Mr. Edmonds was correct in saying (our 
last issue) that ‘there is not and never has 
been’ any plan for London in which certain 
sites were designated as suitable for point 
blocks, as stated in a Note in our issue of 
November 27. We apologise for this; writ- 
ing away from references we had confused 
the existence of a plan with a proposal (re- 
ported in ‘The Builder’ of March 5, 1954) 
made by Mr. Arthur G. Ling who, pooening 
at University College on “The London Sky- 
line,” said: ‘I think the area in which tall 
buildings could be allowed should not be 
restricted to the City but should be extended 
to the whole area bounded by the Inner 
Circular-road in the London Plan 
Within this area I think there are a number 
of points where tall buildings would add 
interest and vigour to the skyline : 
Mr. Ling then went on to indicate certain 
sites which he considered suitable for this 
purpose; Piccadilly Circus was not one of 
them. Since at that time Mr. Ling was 
Senior Planning Officer to the LCC, the 
mistake is to some extent explicable —

*Cost Control’ and ‘Cost Allocation’ 


str,—Your correspondent, Mr. G. Honey-

cation,’ particularly since he refers also 
to the Tripartite report on *Communi- 
cations in the Building Industry.’ 

The question of terminology and precise 
definition of the procedures carried out 
under the broad concept hitherto known 
as ‘ Cost Planning’ is one which has been 
the subject of much discussion by the 
RICS Cost Research Panel and the former 
RIBA Cost Research Committee and is 
now an item of great importance for the 
Cost Liaison Committee. These discus- 
sions have resulted from the definitions 
published in the ‘Communications’ 
report, and this Committee hopes shortly 
to publish appropriate definitions which 
have been agreed in this field between 
the architects and the quantity surveyors. 

My hope in writing this letter is that 
its publication will prevent a lot of dis- 
cussion around words which will have a 
different, and at any rate undefined, con- 
notation to many of your readers until 
agreed definitions can be published. For 
example, ‘Cost Control’ and ‘Cost 
Analysis ’ both refer to an historic matter. 
In strict management terminology they 
must by their definition mean different 
things when used by the architect, the 
quantity surveyor or the builder, because 
they do refer to the cost accruing within 
their own organisation, as will be seen 
from an examination of the definitions 
quoted in the Sundridge Park Report. 

If I may be permitted to use your 
columns for a restatement of these terms 
(your leader of September 4, ‘ Tripartite 
Unity,’ has already quoted some) :— 

Cost Analysis is ‘a systematic break- 
down of cost data according to the 
factors which cause costs to arise so as to 
facilitate their control.’ 

Cost Control is ‘a systematic method 
of allocating costs to projects, depart- 
ments and services (e.g. labour cost, 
material cost, overheads). Depending on 
the type and nature of the undertaking 
concerned cost control may be exercised 
through job costing, process costing or 
standard costing.’ 

Budget is ‘a financial or quantitative 
interpretation, prior to a defined period 
of time, of a policy to be pursued for 
such period, to attain a given objective.’ 

Budgetary Control is ‘the establish- 
ment of sectional budgets relating the 
responsibilities of executives to the 
requirements of a policy, and the con- 
tinuous comparison of actual with 
budgeted results, either to secure by indi- 
vidual action the object of that policy or 
to provide a basis for its revision.’ 

It will thus be seen that the practice 
of ‘Cost Planning’ is in fact much more 
closely related to the practice of 
“Budgetary Control’ in the design stage. 
Therefore it would seem that this is a 
term more suitable than the broad gener- 
alisation ‘Cost Planning.’ What is also 
certain is that the information the quan- 
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tity surveyor has, which results from a 
bill of quantities, would be much more 
accurately described as ‘ Price Analysis.’ 
W. J. Reiners, of Operations Research 
Unit, has shown that the work of his 
Department has clearly established that 
there is a difference between cost and 
price in the building industry. 

Mr. Honeybell clearly means then that 
it is possible to allocate prices, and 
correctly infers that this has nothing 
directly to do with controlling costs, 
whether by the quantity surveyor or by 
the builder, so the direct answer to his 
question is ‘No.’ Some of the remarks I 
have made above are, however, premature 
since terminology has not yet been agreed, 
although it would seem certain that many 
of the terms such as ‘Cost Planning.’ 
“Cost Analysis’ and ‘ Cost Control’ with 
which architects and quantity surveyors 
have grown familiar in the last few years. 
must necessarily be changed shortly if 
permanent difficulties in communication 
are not to be experienced between the 
professional and the industrial side of the 
industry. 

For example, recently the Royal Insti- 
tution of Chartered Surveyors held a 
post-graduate course on cost planning in 
conjunction with the Brixton School of 
Building, and found it necessary to pre- 
scribe their basic terminology before they 
started on the course. They used the 
following terms: 

Cost is ‘The expenditure incurred in 
procuring any given things. Unless other- 
wise stated, the expenditure shall be that 
incurred by the building owner.’ 

Budget is ‘A forecast of a 
limit for any given scheme.’ 

Cost Analysis is ‘ The systematic break- 
down of costs.’ 

Cost Planning is ‘ The systematic appli- 
cation of cost criteria to the design pro- 
cess so as to maintain, in the first place, 
a sensible and economic relation between 
cost, quality, utility and appearance ; and 
in the second place, such overall control 
of proposed expenditure as the circum- 
stances might dictate.’ 

It will obviously become impossible, 
particularly in a newspaper such as yours 
which is read by all members of the 
building team, to prescribe before each 
article what basic terminology has been 
adopted by the author, yet without this 
communications will surely break down, 
and we shall end up by more and more 
understanding less and less due to their 
different interpretation of the same words. 

The need for this terminology is under- 
lined at every joint discussion on the 
problems of cost and other management 
technique within the building industry, 
and the Cost Liaison Committee therefore 
hope that they will shortly be able to offer 
an agreed set of definitions to improve 
the effectiveness of communications on 
all matters affecting cost. 

May I add in conclusion my personal 
congratulations to ‘ The Builder’ for its 
own recent transformation and contribu- 
tion by its changed format to more effec- 
tive communications.

THIS MAISONETTE at 6 Redington- 
road, NW3, forms the last stage of 
a development in the grounds of 
what used to be the old Hamp- 
stead Vicarage. Two new houses 
were built on the three-acre site; 
the existing mansion, built in the 
1870s, was converted into man- 
sion flats; and the old garage, 
which was a single storey struc- 
ture built into the rising ground, 
has now been adapted and added 
to, to form the maisonette. 

Construction is in orthodox 
load bearing walls and pitched 
timber roof.

The centre will meet the need for a central 
home for amateur sport and the Central Council 
of Physical Recreation has stated that it would 
be willing to undertake its running and main- 
tenance.

From The Builder of December 17, 1859 


VICTORIA-STREET, WESTMINSTER.—Sir,— 
Of course, you are aware that public 
money to the extent of £50,000 has been 
given to the Westminster Improvement 
Commission for opening Victoria-street, 
Westminster; and, in the third report of 
the Metropolitan Improvement Commis- 
sion, the plan for such street is distinctly 
laid down, and is a very gentle curve 
similar to High-street, Oxford. 

It is unnecessary to dwell upon the 
great beauty of a curve for a street, bring- 
ing to the view different architectural 
objects in walking down the street; and 
this it is that renders High-street, Oxford, 
the most beautiful street in the world. 

But Victoria-street, Westminster, 
instead of being laid down in accordance 
with the plan of the Metropolitan 
Improvements Commission, and for 
which alone the public money has been 
granted, is made neither a curve nor a 
straight line, but two angles.

Successful Course at York 


By a Correspondent 


4 COURSE on ‘ Recent Developments in 
Quantity Surveying’ was held at York 
from November 6 to 10. The course was 
organised by the Institute of Advanced 
Architectural Studies and received the 
support of the RIBA/RICS Liaison Com- 
mittee and the Quantity Surveyors’ Com- 
mittee of the RICS. 

After an introduction by the Director, 
PROFESSOR WILLIAM A. SINGLETON, FRIBA, 
the opening lecture was given by MR. J. 
NISBET, FRICS, Chief Quantity Surveyor, 
War Office on ‘ The Expanding Role of 
the Quantity Surveyor.” Mr. Nisbet 
emphasised the importance of calling in 
the quantity surveyor at the inception of 
a project to enable the correct costing 
assistance to be rendered to the architect 
in the preliminary planning stages. 

Further lectures were delivered by Mr. 
R. L. BEDDING, FRICS, on Research, MR. 
REX PROCTOR, FRICS, ARIBA, on Recent 
Legal Decisions in Relation to Building 
Contracts, MR. P. E. BATHURST, ARICS, on 
Negotiated Contracts, and MR. C. M. NOTT, 
ARICS, on Elemental Bills. 

The following day MR. G. GRENFELL 
BAINES, ARIBA, spoke on the subject of 
the * QS Service to Architects,’ and Mr. P. 


WYATT, AIlOB, on the ‘QS Service to 
Builders.’ The latter lecture was probably 
the most thought provoking of the course. 
MR G. BERRY, ARICS, dealt with the prob- 
lems of ‘Approximate Estimating’ and 
introduced some novel ideas on this sub- 
ject. 

On Monday Mr. R. S. MITCHELL, ARICS, 
gave a paper on ‘ Cost Analysis ’ followed 
by MR. P. GRAFTON, FRICS, who dealt with 
‘Cost Planning.’ MR. J. M. AUSTIN-SMITH, 
FRIBA, spoke on ‘Principles of Manage- 
ment,’ whilst MR. W. R. SEDDON explained 
how the Principles of Work Study can be 
applied to a Quantity Surveyors Organisa- 
tion. 

At the final session on the Tuesday, 
MR. R, L. E. TALBOT explained a system of 
Contract Planning which had been 
adopted in a building and civil engineer- 
ing organisation and MR. Jj. E. COOKE, 
ARICS, stated how punched ' card 
machinery and computers can be used to 
advantage by quantity surveyors for the 
production of bills of quantities.

London Master Stonemasons 
Association's Golden Jubilee 


A REPRESENTATIVE gathering of architects, 
surveyors and engineers were the guests 
of the London Association of Master 
Stonemasons at a dinner held to celebrate 
their golden jubilee at the Park Lane 
Hotel, W1, on December 14. 


Proposing the toast of the Association, 
MR. K. T. PEARCE, TD, FIOB, president of the 
LMBA, referred to the wide range of its 
activities which included the maintenance 
of a live industry and craftsmanship in 
stone. In response, MR. D. H. THORNTON, 
FioB, president of the Association, 
acknowledged a debt to the LMBA for its 
work and valuable assistance in the past. 


Proposing the toast of the guests, MR. 
G. W. BURRIDGE, vice-president of the 
Association, made a special plea to archi- 


tects and engineers to specify more the 
use of stonework in the design of build 
ings and bridges. ‘Apprentices cannot be 
attracted into the industry.’ he said, 
‘when there is not sufficient craft work 
for them to exercise their skill.’ In his 
response, SIR HUGH CASSON, RDI, MA, 
FRIBA, Said that the reason architects did 
not specify stone was simply that it was 
far too expensive. 

A message of congratulation and good 
wishes was received from Lord John 
Hope, the Minister of Works. In it he 
said, ‘ the craft of stonemasonry has deep 
roots in our history and there will always 
be a need for masons to maintain our 
great buildings even if economic condi- 
tions mean that new buildings in stone 
are less common than they were.’

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Power Production and Transmission 


Preserving the Amenities of the Countryside 


THE PROBLEMS of amenity in relation to 
electricity generation and transmission 
were discussed in two papers given under 
the above title at a meeting of the Royal 
Society of Arts on November 25, the 
first by Sir Christopher Hinton, KBE, 
FRS, Chairman of the Central Electricity 
Generating Board, and the second by Pro- 
fessor Sir William Holford, FRIBA, part- 
time member of the Board. Lord Strang, 
GCB, GCMG, MBE, was in the chair. We 
take the following extracts from the 
addresses. 

In our context, said SIR CHRISTOPHER 
HINTON, I define amenity as meaning the 
conditions in landscape which the public 
as a whole wishes to see and enjoy; it 
should be the aim of amenity planning to 
preserve or create these conditions. There 
is no doubt that the activities of the Cen- 
tral Electricity Generating Board often 
conflict with this amenity. The conflict 
tends to grow in magnitude and public 
opposition to the Board’s schemes is 
increasing. The opposition is met mainly 
in relation to schemes for nuclear power 
plants and main transmission lines. 

Nuclear power plants are opposed 
mainly because the present policy gives 
them a comparatively high degree of 
isolation. Until more practical experience 
is available it is judged wise to place 
these power stations in areas where the 
density of population is sufficiently sparse 
to limit the inconvenience in the event of 
plant failure. The other main problem of 
amenity arises in connection with the 
construction of the high tension transmis- 
sion network. In considering this prob- 
lem it is necessary to differentiate 
between this network, using voltages of 
132kV and upwards, and the smaller dis- 
tribution lines at lower voltages which 
are used by the Area Boards. 


The Financial Yardstick 


How does one use the financial yard- 
stick in considering the problems of 
transmission? The cost per mile of a 
275kV double circuit overhead line is 
£25,000, and this compares with a cost of 
around £400,000 per mile for under- 
ground cables of similar carrying capa- 
city, and there are many technical and 
engineering problems to be solved before 
even this can be achieved in practice. In 
the present state of technological know- 
ledge it appears that undergrounding of 
transmission would in the long run 
increase the annual capital investment by 
the Generating Board by about a half. 
This would ultimately raise the cost per 
unit of electricity sold to the Area 
Boards for retailing by something like 15 
to 20 per cent. 

In the field of transmission, if my 
analysis of the true basis of objection is 
correct, we ought, wherever the alterna- 
tive exists, to run new transmission lines 
through country which has already been 
developed for building or industry rather 
than through agricultural or undeveloped 
country. But practical considerations 


tempt one to do the reverse. Most objec- 
tions to transmission lines are local in 
their origin and the number of local 
objections in a developed area is greater 
than in an agricultural area, and there is 
the possibility of domestic objection aris- 
ing from fear of interference with tele- 
vision and wireless reception, and (most 
importantly) the powers for acquisition of 
wayleaves over land which is occupied by 
domestic and business premises are far 
less extensive than those for agricultural 
and undeveloped land. As this is deter- 
mined by Statute and as, in our parlia- 
mentary democracy, statutory rulings 
normally represent the collective wish of 
the people of the country, it should be 
concluded that it is preferred that trans- 
mission lines should run clear of built-up 
areas. 

The fact is that we are not facing a 
problem which is peculiar to the elec- 
tricity supply industry. The United King- 
dom is supporting a population of 50 mil- 
lion people in an island well designed to 
accommodate 20 million, and is seeking 
to achieve a continuous improvement in 
the material standards of living. This 
cannot be done without growing indus- 
trialisation, and growing industrialisation 
demands that areas which hitherto have 
been rural in their character shall be used 
for industrial purposes. I cannot see 
satisfactory solutions to the problems 
that face us. Perhaps the only way of 
evolving a balanced policy is through the 
exposure of proposals to the criticism of 
public opinion through the medium of 
the Ministerial Inquiries which can be 
held under the terms of the various Elec- 
tricity Acts, hoping that the criticism will 
be public spirited and not selfish and 
remembering all the time that transmis- 
sion lines and power stations must be 
built somewhere. 

Basically, then, it is possible that the 
problem cannot be removed. But where 
construction is necessary it is the part of 
the architect and the planner to ensure 
that what is necessary is done in the way 
which is most acceptable not merely to us 
but to succeeding generations whose 
viewpoint will be different from ours. 


Preservation, Destruction 
and Creation 


SIR WILLIAM HOLFORD, in the course of 
his paper, said: Everything that the 
architects and the civil engineers design 
is ‘development’ in terms of the Town 
and Country Planning Acts. All develop- 
ment—even demolition—is an intrusion 
on an established landscape, whether the 
landscape is natural or man-made. There- 
fore, the architect—and I use this term 
generically, to cover designers of different 
kinds—can never be an absolute out-and- 
out preservationist. The artist in him 
while striving to create also learns where 
to destroy; he ceases to preserve as soon 
as he can design something more interest- 
ing. 

How much, then, can be done hy con- 


scious planning and design, within the 
electricity supply industry itself, to make 
up for the sacrifice of landscapes both 
remote and established, and of nature 
reserves, and of material for scientific 
research, which the economic develop- 
ment of electricity inevitably brings in its 
tain? In matters of land-use and loca- 
tion, the answer seems to be—very little. 

We are approaching a situation now, 
where the greater part of our land not 
already built-up has a rarity value, and 
where every individual site can claim to 
be in a greater or lesser degree unique: 
in its history, geography, ecology, archi- 
tecture, physiography, scientific interest 
cr beauty. This point is argued time after 
time at public inquiries. The Board now 
seeks the advice of the best landscape 
architects they can find for an apprecia- 
tion of the amenity problems raised by 
the location of plant in different kinds 
of landscape. The designs for new 
stations, both nuclear and conventional, 
are being undertaken by some of our fore- 
most architects; and a great deal of 
imagination and skill is being directed 
towards improvement in the comprehen- 
sive design of power stations. 


Some Basic Rules 


As I see them the basic rules to keep 
in mind (for transmission lines) are 
broadly as follows: 

(1) Avoid altogether, if possible, the 
major areas of highest amenity value, by 
so planning the general route of the line 
in the first place, even if the total mileage 
is somewhat increased in consequence; 

(2) avoid smaller areas of high amenity 
value, or scientific interest, by deviation; 
provided that this can be done without 
using too many angle towers, i.e., the more 
massive structures which are used when 
lines change direction; 

(3) other things being equal, choose the 
most direct line, with no sharp changes of 
direction and thus with fewer angle 
towers; 

(4) choose tree and hill backgrounds in 
preference to sky backgrounds wherever 
possible; and when the line has to cross 
a ridge, secure this opaque background as 
long as possible and cross obliquely when 
a dip in the ridge provides an opportunity. 
Where it does not, cross directly, prefer- 
ably between belts of trees; 

(5) prefer moderately open valleys with 
woods, where the apparent height of 
towers will be reduced, and views of the 
line will be broken by trees; 

(6) in country which is flat and sparsely 
planted, keep the high voltage lines as far 
as possible independent of smaller lines, 
converging routes, distribution poles, and 
other masts, wires and cables, so as to 
avoid a concatenation or ‘ wirescape ’; 

(7) approach urban areas through indus- 
trial zones, where these exist; and when 
pleasant residential and recreational land 
intervenes between the approach line and 
the sub-station, go carefully into the com- 
parative costs of undergrounding, for lines 
other than those of the highest voltage. 
This rough guide can never become a 

formula because each line has to be con- 
sidered in great detail and on its merits. 








Institute of Builders 


Revised Scheme of Examinations 


THE REVISED SCHEME of examinations now 
published by the Institute of Builders is 
the result of many months of painstaking 
study by the Examinations Planning Com- 
mittee under the chairmanship of Mr. 
G. O. Swayne, OBE, FIOB. They have 
been developed from the outline propo- 
sals for a new membership and examina- 
tion structure which were published in 
1958. 

Building has become one of the most 
complex of modern industries. New 
methods and techniques are introduced 
with such speed and frequency that the 
knowledge required of the builder and 
his managerial staff would conflict un- 
fevourably with examination require- 
ments if these were not modified. The 
new scheme is not a new departure or an 
attempt to raise the ultimate standard, 
although the level of general education 
for entry to student membership has been 
aligned with the current requirements of 
kindred organisations. Basically the 
new scheme incorporates new techniques 
and places greater emphasis on manage- 
ment. The level of competency required 
in this latter subject is to be equivalent 
to a pass in the intermediate examination 
of the British Institute of Management. 

The change of title of the principal 
technological subject from Building Con- 


struction to Building Technology is 
intended to convey a_ change of 
emphasis, since it is desirable for 
builders to concentrate on general prin- 
ciples rather than on the details of 
current practice. Law and economics 
have been included in the final (part 1) 
examination since a knowledge of them 
is fundamentally connected with build- 
ing practice. 

Members of the Institute play a large 
part in building management and it is to 
them that we look for its advancement 
and well-being. It is, therefore, desirable 
that candidates for future membership 
should be those of the highest integrity 
and academic accomplishment. It is well 
known that many of the leading members 
of the industry have worked their way 
te the top through the trades. The con- 
tinuance of this process, which has pro- 
duced men of the highest calibre, is to 
be encouraged, and provision has been 
made for entry on the basis of approved 
external qualifications in foremanship. 

In order to attract a higher standard 
of basic education—candidates from 
public and grammar schools—the stan- 
dard of entry has been raised. The basic 
requirements under the three categories 
are now as follows: 

A. A General Certificate of Education 


Hammersmith Flyover 
Firm Refused Opportunity to Tender 


MR. J. E. DAYTON, joint managing director 
of Alderton Construction Co. Ltd., has 
received official notification from the 
London County Council that his firm is 
not to be permitted to tender for the 
new £1,000,000 Hammersmith Flyover. 

Speaking on December 9, Mr. Dayton 
(who is on his way to Mauritius to sub- 
mit a tender for development of Port 
Louis harbour) said: ‘We were privately 
informed by sub-contractors, some weeks 
ago, that 12 firms were invited as poten- 
tial builders of the long-awaited Ham- 
mersmith flyover. Of these, four with- 
drew their names, since they did not wish 
to undertake the work. In the meantime, 
we applied to the LCC for permission to 
tender. 

*The refusal to accept even a tender 
is all the more puzzling because not only 
is my company on the LCC official list 
of civil engineering contractors, but we 
are also one of the very few in this 
country with the practical experience of 
building a flyover in Great Britain. 

‘1 think the ratepayers should know 
that we are—in the popular phrase— 
ready, willing and able to undertake the 
Hammersmith flyover or any other major 
scheme in London. We have on call the 
experienced team and special plant which 
constructed the Chiswick flyover on time 
and to schedule in every respect. 

‘The wider issue is this: that here we 
are, a British firm on the eve of putting 


in a bid for a major harbour works 
abroad, and surely we might be expected 
to have encouragement on the home 
front.’ 


LCC Comment 


With reference to the statement made 
by Mr. Dayton, the LCC, on December 
10, issued the following: 

‘At the time that tenders for the con- 
struction of the Hammersmith Flyover 
were invited (November 4, 1959) the 
Alderton Construction Co., Ltd., were not 
on the prescribed list of the Council for 
works of this magnitude (£lm.) because 
they had applied and been accepted for 
civil engineering works up to a value of 
£120,000 only. At an interview on 
November 13 this firm asked to be 
invited to tender for the flyover and for 
their financial classification to be raised. 
The firm’s representatives were informed 
that an alteration of classification of this 
kind necessitated careful inquiries as to 
financial status and engineering experi- 
ence. These would take some little time 
and there was little probability of their 
being completed soon enough for the firm 
to be invited to tender on this occasion. 

‘Because of this factor and of the 
actual shortness of time remaining for 
the preparation of a tender and the 
detailed drawings, etc., this forecast was 
confirmed to the firm by letter on Decem- 
ber 8, 1959.’ 
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with passes in English, Mathematics, a 
science subject and in one _ other 
approved subject, of which at least one 
must be passed at Advanced Level. Or 

B. A General Certificate of Education 
with passes at Ordinary Level in English, 
Mathematics, a science subject and in 
two other approved subjects. Or 

C. A General Certificate of Education 
with a pass at Ordinary Level in English; 
together with an ONC in building (the 
course for which must have included at 
least two stages of mathematics and 
science). 

There is to be provision for university 
graduates who wish to become members 
of the Institute, but the details of this 
form of entry are not yet available. 

The Council of the Institute have 
approved the scheme in principle, but it 
will not be promulgated until they have 
received and considered the reactions 
and comments of members, technical 
colleges, and all those concerned with 
building education. The Council would, 
therefore, appreciate views on _ the 
scheme, which should be _ submitted 
before January 20, next, to Mr. D. A. 
Neale, MC, Secretary, Institute of 
Builders, 48 Bedford-square, WCl. 


Motorway Defects 


‘Exaggerated Comment on Minor 
Settlements’ 


‘AT LEAST ANOTHER £100m. per annum 
should be spent on road construction,’ 
declared MR. R. ‘M. DOUGLAS, president of 
the Federation of Civil Engineering Con- 
tractors, at Birmingham recently. He 
said the civil engineering industry could 
easily absorb the additional work. Not 
everyone realised that there was unused 
capacity in the industry. Moreover, all 
the necessary materials and equipment 
were available. 

Speaking about the slight settlements 
that sometimes occurred on new roads, 
Mr. Douglas said: ‘ To get speed of con- 
struction, earth which had lain in its 
natural state for millions of years had to 
be consolidated in a few weeks or 
months. The civil engineering industry 
use the most up-to-date equipment in 
the world but it was inevitable that there 
would be some settlements here and 
there. Such incidents as the slight settle- 
ment of a few feet of carriageway on a 
road of 60 miles in length is a small price 
to pay for the countless advantages pro 
vided by the speedy construction of roads 
which is now being achieved.’ 

Mr. Douglas expressed the hope that 
the public and the Press would support 
Mr. Marples, the new Minister of Trans- 
port, in doing whatever was necessary to 
achieve the high speed of road construc- 
tion that was needed. It would be a great 
pity if the efforts of the Ministry and the 
civil engineering industry were under- 
mined by exaggerated comment on these 
minor settlements out of all proportion to 
their seriousness and out of all proportion 
to the great effort and progress that was 
being made and would be made in the 
future.

New Town Proposal for Hampshire 


THE LCC’S HOUSING COMMITTEE reported 
to the Council on December 15 that they 
have authorised the preparation of an 
outline town planning application for a 
new Town development in the vicinity 
of Hook, Hampshire. This, with an esti- 
mate of cost, was the subject of a further 
report by the Housing Committee to the 
Council. 

It will be recalled that, as announced in 
June, 1959, the Council states, a site in 
the vicinity of Hook was tentatively 
regarded by the Committee as the most 
suitable for a new town to be built by the 
Council. At that time the Committee 
referred to certain planning objections 
raised by the Hampshire County Council 
but said that their validity was open to 
question and could be tested by the sub- 
mission to that Council of an outline 
application for planning approval which 
could, if necessary, be the subject of an 
inquiry by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. Officers were 
authorised to proceed with investigations 
and discussions with statutory bodies as 
necessary for the preparation of an out- 
line planning application. 

The Housing Committee now report 
that study has been made of an area of 
approximately 7,300 acres which could 
contain a new town having an ultimate 
population of 100,000 based on planned 
immigration, in the first stages, of 
between 60,000 and 70,000. In postu- 
lating an ultimate figure of 100,000 
population they have had in mind the 
need to provide for the natural increase 
in the population after immigration 
ceases and they have also taken into con- 
sideration that certain features of great 
importance to the life of a town, such as 
higher education, entertainment, depart- 
ment stores, office organisations and 
social and sporting facilities, are more 
likely to be provided in a town of this 
size. 

Investigations have been somewhat 
delayed at the outset by the unwillingness 
of the Hampshire County Council to join 
in them. It has not been possible, there- 
fore, in the time available, to obtain all 
the information necessary for the submis- 
sion and support of an outline planning 
application, and various details will 
require further consideration. The 
Housing Committee considers, however, 
that the studies made confirm the view 
that the location proposed is the one 
which best satisfies the need of a new 
town, and they have _ accordingly 
authorised the preparation of an outline 
planning application with the necessary 
supporting material. This with an esti- 
mate of cost will be the subject of a 
further report to the Council. 

The area concerned is indicated as 
clearly as is possible at this early stage 
on the accompanying simplified map. The 
Committee state that the inclusion in an 
outline planning application of the whole 
of the area shown on the map would not 
mean that it would be necessary for the 


Council to develop the whole area or to 
acquire all the properties in the area in 
order to build the new town. The precise 
area of the town, the various uses of land 
in relation to the landscape and other 
existing features, and hence the proper- 
ties which will need to be acquired can 
only be defined by the preparation of a 
preliminary, but detailed, master plan for 
the town. In connection with this, the 
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The area shown on the map by the 
hatched band is an approximate indica- 
tion of the area which would contain 
the new town. It must not be taken as 
a precise outline of the area for which 
the London County Council would 
submit a town planning application. 


Committee propose that specialist consul- 
tants on agriculture and landscaping be 
retained. 

Before an outline planning application 
can be entertained by the County Plan- 
ning Authority, it is necessary for the 
applicant to notify owners and agricul- 
tural tenants in the area covered by the 
application. An up-to-date detailed sur- 
vey of the area is also necessary. 

The step now proposed will set in 
motion processes which will give full 
opportunity to all those who may be 
affected to make any objections to the 
proposals before a final decision is taken. 
On the completion of the survey and of 
the notifications, the outline planning 
application will be ready for formal sub- 
mission to the Hampshire County Coun- 
cil as planning authority. Following this 
submission the Minister would doubtless 
decide to hold a public local inquiry 
either in the event of the Council appeal- 
ing against an unfavourable decision by 
Hampshire County Council on the appli- 
cation or as a result of his calling in the 
outline application to decide it himself. 
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Architect’s Department : New Division 

for Special Works 
THE ESTABLISHMENT COMMITTEE propose 
the temporary establishment of a new 
division in the Architect's Department to 
deal with special works, such as the 
Crystal Palace, South Bank development 
and a number of other schemes. The 
magnitude and complexity of the new 
work is such as to make it desirable for 
one senior professional officer to devote 
virtually the whole of his energy to its 
efficient planning and programming, and 
the division will be under a senior archi- 
tect (maximum salary £2,450). Some staff 
will be transferred to the new division 
and as work on the schemes progresses 
additional professional, technical, admin- 
istrative and clerical staff will be required, 
the additional cost being eventually 
£20,540 a year. 


Staff for Incentive Bonus Scheme 

A MAJOR EXTENSION of the incentive 
bonus scheme to operative staff in the 
Housing Management Department on 
general maintenance work will necessi- 
tate staff additions of 12 technical assis- 
tants, ten clerical officers and one 
machine operator at a cost of about 
£17,280 in a full year. 


Building Regulation Division to be 
Strengthened 

BECAUSE of the increase in volume and 
complexity of building regulation work 
the division is to be strengthened by add- 
ing 3 professional positions, by upgrad- 
ing four others and by improving the 
status and salary of the deputy head of 
the division. The cost will rise to £5,320 
a year ultimately. 


Result of Law Suit Saves the 
Council £100,000 
THE REVERSAL, On appeal to the House of 
Lords, of a judgment in favour of a claim 
against the Council for increases in con- 
tributions for holidays-with-pay under a 
contract for housing works, will affect 
claims in about 200 other contracts, 
saving the Council not less than £100,000. 


Direct Labour 


Minister Rejects Department's 
Tender 


THE REJECTION by the Minister of Hous- 
iny of a tender by Ashton-under-Lyne’s 
direct works department to build 106 
houses at Lordsfields, was criticised at a 
meeting of the council on December 9. 
The Minister of Housing, after meeting a 
deputation from the council, re-affirmed 
his decision that the work should be given 
to a Manchester firm which submitted the 
lowest tender of £148,970 6s. 6d. 

COUNCILLOR W. SMITH, chairman of the 
Works Committee, said the Minister's 
decision was a direct act to kill all build- 
ing by direct works. There had been no 
complaints about the houses which had 
been built by the department. 

COUNCILLOR MRS. S. A. SIDEBOTTOM, 
chairman of the Housing Committee, said 
she sympathised with a lot of what 
Councillor Smith had said but it was a 
question of a difference of £1,036 between 
the two tenders. 








The Week in Parliament 


From Our Own Correspondent 


Edinburgh University 
Development Plans 


MR. STODART asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland what stage had been 
reached in his discussions with the 
various parties concerned about Edin- 
burgh University’s plan to redevelop the 
east and south sides of George-square. 

MR. MACLAY wrote in reply on Decem- 
ber 8: ‘It now appears possible that con- 
struction of buildings for the university’s 
most urgent requirements, due to start 
next year on ground near the south-east 
corner of George-square, can go ahead 
without prejudice to a final decision on 
the future of the existing houses fronting 
on the square or on the future layout of 
modern development in the vicinity. I 
understand that if this is so, the amenity 
societies would not in principle be 
opposed to this course, and consultations 
are proceeding in order to clarify the 
position. 

‘At the same time, the university and 
the amenity societies have agreed on a 
joint examination of practical possibili- 
ties with a view to devising a specific 
alternative plan for meeting the Univer- 
sity’s present and future needs adequately 
and timously, incorporating the new 
buildings near the south-east corner of 
the square but without demolishing the 
existing houses on its east and south sides. 
The Town Council, as local planning 
authority. will be kept in touch with this 
work. If an alternative plan is found to 
be practicable, objective comparison with 
the university’s present proposals will 
then be possible and will, I hope, lead to 
an agreed decision. I very much wel- 
come the co-operative spirit that is being 
shown by all the parties concerned.’ 


New Industry in Scotland 


MR. JOHN MACLAY, Secretary of State for 
Scotland, answered a number of questions 
on December 8 about establishing a 
motor car industry in Scotland. It is 
known that the Ford Motor Company are 
planning a £50m. expansion project and 
that other of the great motor corpora- 
tions have similar thoughts in mind. 
Scottish MPs are hoping the Government 
will successfully steer projects north of 
the Border rather than, in the case of 
Fords, permit an extension of the great 
Dagenham Works. 

These expansion requests have come at 
a time when the Government are anxious 
to divert industrial expansion from the 
congested London area. Indeed during 
the current passage of the Local Employ- 
ment Bill they have indicated they 
intend to take a firm line in issuing IDCs. 

Mr. Maclay indicated that he had re- 
ceived representations from a number of 
local authorities and other bodies. He 
referred to assurances already given and 
said that the availability of suitable 
labour in unemployment areas in Scotland 
and elsewhere was one of the points 
which was being emphasised in the dis- 


cussions which the President of the Board 
of Trade was having with car manufac- 
turers about their plans for expansion. 
He also added that the President of the 
Board of Trade had extensive informa- 
tion available about al! possible sites in 
Scotiand for this type of development. 


Scientists and Engineers 
in Building 
THE WELCOME TREND which emerges from 
the annual report for 1958-59 of the 
Advisory Council on Scientific Policy, 
presented to Parliament by the Lord 
Privy Seal and Minister for Science, and 
published by HMSO on December 8, is 
one of a rather higher rate of growth in 
the employment of scientists and 
engineers than had been expected and a 
higher output of trained men as well. 
The report comments that a steadily 
increasing proportion of qualified scien- 
tists and engineers in the working popu- 
lation is essential if the UK is to compete 
successfully in a world in which the pace 
of scientific and technical development 
kept on accelerating. The conclusions 
reached by the Committee on Scientific 
Manpower indicated that the demand for 
scientists and engineers showed no signs 
of abating. A greater proportion of 
scientists and engineers appeared to be 
finding their way into civil employment 
of direct benefit to the national economy. 
Published at the same time was a report 
on the second survey of scientific and 
engineering manpower in Great Britain 
by the Committee on Scientific Man- 
power. This stated that employers in the 
building and contracting industry group 
employed just over 3,800 scientists and 
engineers in 1956. At that time they 
expected that by 1959 they would need 
about 4,950, most of them civil and struc- 
tural engineers. This would have been 
an increase of 30 per cent whereas the 
increase achieved in the period 1956-59 
was only nine per cent, bringing the total 
number employed in 1959 up to 4,160. 
The forecast of requirements by 1962 was 
4,955 (in establishments with 100 or more 
employees) and would call for a further 
increase of 19 per cent in the period 
1959-62. 


The Local Employment Bill 


PROLONGED sittings on December 8 and 
9 finally saw the completion of the com- 
mittee stage of the Local Employment 
Bill. In the early hours of December 9, 
MPs turned attention to the new power 
to pay a building grant of 85 per cent of 
the excess of the cost of building a fac- 
tory in one of the areas to be aided under 
the Bill over the market value of the 
factory. 

In an amendment the Opposition 
sought to impose conditions for the 
repayment of the building grant if the 
building concerned was sold, leased or 
disposed of in any other way. Their 
spokesman, MR. DOUGLAS JAY, said this 
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new device had been very much bruited 
abroad by the Government as the central 
additional power which they were taking 
to reinforce their power of inducing firms 
to the areas to be helped. Did the Gov- 
ernment think it would have much effect 
in enabling them to carry out this policy? 
What evidence was there that the market 
value of Government-financed factories 
where they had been built was less than 
the cost of building? 

MR. ERROLL, Minister of State, Board of 
Trade, said that the substantial point here 
was that if a firm wished to rent a Gov- 
ernment-built factory in a development 
area it paid not an economic rent based 
on the cost of that factory but a rent 
related to the current market value of 
similar unoccupied premises in the 
locality, a rent which was assessed by the 
district valuer. This had always been 
considered a valuable inducement. The 
aim was to provide a roughly comparable 
inducement to those industrialists who 
would prefer owning their own factories 
in development areas to renting Govern- 
ment-built factories. The Government 
believed that this would be a substantial 
inducement particularly as nowadays so 
many firms had somewhat specialised 
factories which they would wish to own. 

The amendment was negatived. 

In subsequent debate, MR. MAUDLING, 
the President of the Board of Trade, said 
the advisory committee with whom the 
Board of Trade would consult about 
building grants, was to be asked solely 
to advise on the financial soundness of 
business propositions put forward. 

On another amendment, MR. ERROLI 
said the Bill would not become law until 
April so that it would not be appropriate 
to publish a list now of the places to be 
helped. The list should be up to date 
when it was published and it would be 
published next year. 


Traffic: Suggestion of 
Joint Study Group 


THE VAST PANORAMA Of all the problems 
created by the growth in the volume of 
traffic and the consequent increasing 
urban congestion was surveyed by Mr. 
ERNEST MARPLES, Minister of Transport, 
on December 10. In inviting comments 
on his initial ideas he said that the prob- 
lem was not merely one of road engineer- 
ing and off-street parking, but a design 
for living in the fourth quarter of the 
century. They had to *‘ come to terms with 
the car’ without letting it destroy their 
way of life; they could not allow it to 
grind amenities out of existence. 

Should they, he asked, have a long- 
term study group, full-time, with no 
executive responsibility, to go not merely 
into the road programme, but to consist 
of architects and town planners, embrac- 
ing both roads and amenities, to see 
which way we were going and how to 
come to terms with this problem? ‘I 
believe,’ he said, ‘that something like 
that should be set up before it is too 
late and disaster overtakes us, as it has 
done some of the American cities. I ask 
MPs for their views.’ 

There were two brutal truths. First, 
the road system was bound to be in- 
adequate to meet the needs of everyone.

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Second, radical changes in cities would 
take a long time and would involve great 
expense. Projects like the Hyde Park 
underpass and the Hammersmith flyover 
would take a long time and cost money, 
‘but we will press on.’ In obtaining 
better use of existing roads, everyone 
must sacrifice something if order was to 
replace chaos and discipline was to 
replace anarchy. First in a given city, 
such as London, a survey should be made 
of the roads and the first object should 
be to ensure that traffic could flow freely. 
There would have to be off-street car 
parking. 

An idea on which he would like views 
was that the Ministry of Transport 
should take charge, as it were, of an area 
slightly larger than the Pink Zone for a 
period of time as an experiment. They 
would set up a traffic engineering unit to 
act fast, using the local authorities as far 
as possible. They would look at the 
problem as a _ through-traffic problem, 
instead of a parochial problem. 

MR. WEDGWOOD BENN, for the Opposi- 
tion, said that in its planning the 
Ministry were working on totally inade- 
quate forecasts of the growth of traffic. 
The Government had achieved the dis- 
tinction of building six inches of road for 
every new vehicle which had come on to 
the roads since 1952. 

Advocating a revival in public trans- 
port, Mr. Benn said before urban motor- 
ways were considered the investment 
programme should be discussed with the 
British Transport Commission, and in 
London, with the LTE. The Victoria 
tube scheme would be not only cheaper 
by about half compared with an urban 
motorway but it would give much better 
return for money. 

During the debate, MR. HUGH MOLSON 
said he welcomed what Mr. Marples had 
had to say about a study group. This 
was not merely a traffic matter but a 
matter of the planning and construction 
of our cities in the future. The Minister 
of Transport would have to secure the 
co-operation not only of the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government but also 
of all the local authorities in the country. 
Until recently, there was far too little 
co-operation. 

Mr. Molson said it would cost £45m. 
to provide the off-street parking accom- 
modation for even the 30,000 long parkers 
in London today. Considering the future, 
that figure might be doubled, trebled or 
multiplied even more. It would involve 
the demolition of London and, let them 
make no mistake, the people of London 
and the amenity societies were not pre- 
pared to tolerate the demolition of Lon- 
don merely to suit the convenience of 
commuters. 

MR. GRESHAM COOKE said that just as 
there were railway terminals, so there 
should be motor terminals. 


Housing Policy Criticised 
‘I THINK the figures show the extraordin- 
ary success in the last eight years of the 
nouse building programme,’ declared the 


PRIME MINISTER, when tackled by the 
Opposition about housing during ques- 
tion time on December 10. MR. GAITSKELL,

Leader of the Opposition, joined in the 
exchanges. 

MR. SWINGLER asked Mr. Macmillan to 
set up an inter-departmental committee 
to devise a long-term plan for the pro- 
vision of healthy homes and adequate 
social and educational facilities based on 
the most recent survey of land utilisation 
and the latest scientific advice on domes- 
tic appliances, hygiene and the promo- 
tion of good health. 

MR. MACMILLAN: ‘ Over the last eight 
years we have had great success in build- 
ing homes and schools. We are con- 
tinuing to do so and I see no reason at 
this stage to set up an inter-departmental 
committee to help us.’ 

MR. SWINGLER Said that in the past five 
years there had been a 50 per cent drop 
in the number of municipal houses under 
construction, the slum clearance pro- 
gramme in many areas was making very 
slow progress and many people were com- 
plaining about the lack of social amenities 
on new housing estates. 

THE PRIME MINISTER replied that the 
number of housing completions was far 
above anything dreamed of under pre- 
vious administrations. In his experience 
a committee would not be likely to assist 
in the work. 

MR. GAITSKELL: ‘Would it not. be 
better to give the local authorities more 
authority to build council houses by 
reducing interest rates and increasing 
subsidies?’ 

THE PRIME MINISTER: ‘It would be 
better to go on building at a rate which 
has far exceeded anything under any pre- 
vious administration.’ 

MR. GAITSKELL: ‘We are now building 
far fewer council houses than were built 
under the Labour Government.’ 

The PRIME MINISTER: ‘ The total pro- 
duction of houses of all kinds is higher 


than it ever was under any period of 
Socialist administration. By an act of 
policy it is thought right—and I believe 
that it is the view of the country—that 
the work of local authorities should now 
be directed mainly to the problem of 
slum clearance.’ 


Improvement of Services 


On the clause about financial assistance 
fo: the improvement of basic services, 
the Opposition sought to define more 
fully what was intended by inserting that 
the basic services should include the pro- 
vision of facilities for transport (whether 
by road, rail, water, or air) or of power, 
lighting, heating, housing and other ser- 
vices in or affecting the locality con- 
cerned. 

MR. MAUDLING Said in principle he had 
no objection to the amendment and he 
would be happy later to insert something 
similar by deleting the reference to hous- 
sing and inserting sewerage. The Minister 
of Housing and Local Government already 
had powers to pay subsidies to assist in 
providing housing for people coming from 
outside the area of a local authority in 
order to meet the urgent needs of in- 
dustry. 


Other Business 
Points From Replies 


‘The corporations of our great cities 
among others have been asked to inform 
me of the road improvement schemes 
they would like to carry out over the 
next five or six years. I cannot at present 
say what the scale of Government grant 
is likely to be.’ (Minister of Transport, 
December 1.) 

‘Planting on M1 will shortly begin. 
Substantial groups of native trees will be 
planted at selected points, including the 
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approaches to bridges. Cuttings, embank- 
ments and the central reserve will as a 
rule simply be grassed.’ (Minister of 
Transport, December 1.) 

* Legislation to confer powers on local 
authorities in Scotland to carry out works 
to prevent flooding is under consideration 
but I cannot say when it will be pos- 
sible to introduce a Bill.’ (Under Secre- 
tary, Scottish Office, December 1.) 

‘Edinburgh Corporation have before 
them a number of major and complex 
schemes of slum clearance and redevelop- 
ment on which much preliminary work 
has been done. Some works of clearance 
have begun, and the whole programme 
will gain momentum as these prelimin- 
aries are overtaken.’ (Under Secretary, 
Scottish Office, December 1.) 


Protection of Historic Churches 

MR. ERIC FLETCHER asked the Minister 
of Works, on December 1, what evidence 
he had submitted to the commission set 
up by the Archbishops of Canterbury and 
York to consider the inadequacy of 
present measures for protecting redun- 
dant churches of historic and architec- 
tural interest. 

LORD JOHN HOPE: My department has 
submitted a memorandum to the Com- 
mission and has also given oral evidence. 

MR. FLETCHER asked if the Minister had 
suggested that as the Ancient Monuments 
Act did not apply to ecclesiastical build- 
ings he would hope that the Church 
authorities would not allow any churches 
of intrinsic value to be destroyed on the 
grounds of redundancy without prior con- 
sultation with his department and the 
Royal Fine Art Commission. 

LORD JOHN HOPE said Mr. Fletcher had 
given his view but it would not be proper 
while the commission was still sitting to 
disclose the nature of the evidence the 
Minister had submitted. 


Coast Protection Schemes 

MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, said in a 
written reply on December 8 that 325 
schemes had been approved under the 
Coast Protection Act, 1949, in England 
and Wales. ‘Grants have so far been 
promised in respect of 215 of these and 
I am considering a further 21. The 
award of Exchequer grant has in no 
instance been made conditional upon the 
collection of coast protection charges.’ 


Piccadilly Circus Inquiry 

MR. KENNETH ROBINSON asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment on December 8 if he would ensure 
that the views of the Royal Fine Art 
Commission on the revised plan for the 
development of the Café Monico site were 
made known at the public inquiry (which 
opened on December 16). 

MR. BROOKE wrote in reply: ‘It is not 
customary for the Royal Fine Art Com- 
mission to be represented at a public 
inquiry of this kind; but I intend to seek 
their views before coming to a final 
decision on this application in its revised 
form.’ 


Clearance of London Statues 
MR. EMRYS HUGHES asked the Minister 
of Works on December 8 if he was aware 


that there were a number of statues 
which obstructed or impeded traffic in 
Central London and if he would set up 
a committee to advise him on the desira- 
bility of removing them. 

When LORD JOHN HOPE pointed out that 
he had received no representations, MR. 
HUGHES said he had in mind some statues 
of field-marshals on horses who were a 
greater danger to the public when dead 
than when living. Did the Minister realise 
that in continental cities, for example 
Paris, a lot of hideous old statues had 
been cleared away with great benefit to 
the cities? 

LORD JOHN HOPE: ‘I know there is a 
definition of the horse as being dangerous 
at both ends and uncomfortable in the 
middle, but I do not think that it applies 
to statues.’ 


The Banqueting House, Whitehall 


MR. MCLAREN asked the Minister of 
Works on December 8 if he would put 
the Banqueting House, Whitehall, to a 
use better suited to its royal history and 
architectural splendour. 

LORD JOHN HOPE: ‘I am _ naturally 
interested in any suggestions concerning 
the future of the Banqueting House and 
I propose to consult my colleagues about 
this.’ 


The Brick Shortage 


MR. ERIC FLETCHER asked the Minister 
of Works on December 8 to what extent 
current programmes of constructional and 
building work within the purview of his 
department were impeded by the shortage 
o1 bricks. 

LORD JOHN HOPE: ‘ While there have 
been a few instances of difficulty, flexi- 
bility in specification has resolved them 
and my department’s work programmes 
have not been noticeably held up.’ 


Dartford-Purfleet Tunnel 


Work on the Dartford-Purfleet tunnel, 
including the planning and construction 
of the approach roads, is up to schedule, 
and it should be completed in 1962, 
stated MR. ERNEST MARPLES, Minister of 
Transport, in written reply on December 
8. The cost to date was some £7.5m, 
including contracts which had been let 
but not completed. The final cost was 
estimated at just over £llm. The tunnel 
should be ready for use in 1962. 

The Minister also said: ‘I am planning 
a two-mile dual carriageway by-pass of 
Swanley (Kent) which will be constructed 
as soon as the preparatory work is com- 
pleted and funds permit. We hope to 
provide dual carriageways on the rest of 
the section of A.20, between Birchwood 
and West Kingsdown, in due course, but 
higher priority is now being given to the 
improvement of A.2.’ 

The Minister’s comment on priority for 
A2 coincided with the Ministry of Trans- 
port invitation for tenders ‘ from contrac- 
tors with considerable experience of 
major bridgeworks’ for the construction 
of the Medway Bridge across the River 
Medway, near Rochester, and two other 
bridges over a railway line from Sole

Street to Rochester. This bridge will 
carry the Medway Towns motor road 
over the river, by-passing the Medway 
Towns through which A2 at present runs. 

The invitation stated that the bridge 
comprised 17 viaduct spans of 100 ft. to 
135 ft. and three river spans of 313 ft., 
500 ft. and 313 ft. The bridge would 
carry the two-lane dual-carriageway 
motor road with hard shoulders and also 
cycle tracks and footways. The roadway 
would be approximately 116 ft. above 
water level. 


Slum Clearance, Scotland 

MR. HOY asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland on December 8 how many 
schemes of slum clearance had been sub- 
mitted to him by local authorities. 

MR. MACLAY: ‘I have received pro- 
posals for slum clearance in the period 
1959 to 1961 from 171 local authorities 
and I have already approved 156 of these. 
31,330 houses are involved in the pro- 
posals received and 28,150 in those 
approved.’ He added that outside Glas- 
gow, on the basis of the proposals already 
approved, some authorities would deal 
with all their unfit houses within five 
years, but the majority would take from 
five to ten years. 


Work of the RFAC 


MR. DRIBERG asked the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, on December 3, if, in 
order to ensure the more effective pro- 
tection of provincial cities, country 
towns, and villages against unsightly 
architectural development, he would dis- 
cuss with the Royal Fine Art Commission 
the possibility of setting up regional com- 
mittees of the Commission. 

SIR EDWARD BOYLE, Financial Secre- 
tary: ‘I will bring this suggestion to the 
notice of the Commission. It is, I suggest, 
primarily for them to consider how best 
they can carry out the duties laid upon 
them.’ 


New Construction Work 


Figures for Third Quarter, 1959 


CONTRACTORS in the construction indus- 
tries obtained orders for new work valued 
at £371m. during the third quarter of 
1959, according to provisional figures 
collected by the Ministry of Works. 

There was a reduction in the total 
value of new orders obtained of £20m. 
compared with the previous quarter but 
this represented an increase of about 
£60m. on the third quarter of last year. 

The value of orders for new housing 
for private developers increased by £10m.: 
virtually the whole of this amount was for 
houses built by builders for sale during 
or after completion. Orders for houses 
for public authorities fell, but total orders 
received for housing remained well above 
any previous year’s. 

Orders placed by public authorities and 
by private developers for non-housing 
work fell compared with the previous 
quarter, but were higher than a year 
earlier. Few very large contracts were let 
during this quarter, and this factor will 
have contributed to the reduction in total 
orders.

THE EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL General Meeting 
of the Institute of Quantity Surveyors was 
held on December 4, 1959, at 98 
Gloucester-place, London, W1. 

In his address, the president, MR. J. 
LESTER, FIQS, referded to the continued 
progress of the Institute and announced 
that the examination entries for next 
March had reached a record total of over 
1.100. He said that in spite of the critics 
who, in the early days of the Institute, 
were certain that it was a redundant body 
that could not possibly survive more than 
a year or so, the Institute had on the con- 
trary expanded and flourished, and he felt 
that events had fully justified its exis- 
tence and proved that it was serving a 
useful purpose. 

Touching on external affairs he said, 
* Recently there has seemed to be a ten- 


dency on the part of certain bodies to 
amalgamate into ‘special councils and 
committees. For instance, a letter to 
“The Times” last month informed the 
world that certain societies had got 
together and agreed a draft Bill for the 
registration of the estates profession. In 
his presidential address to the RIBA, Mr. 
Basil Spence put forward the suggestion 
that a ‘Higher Council’ should be 
formed from certain bodies, which he 
specified, for the purpose of making 
“ Britain a better place to live in” and to 
“control the motor car, and not let it 
control us.’ I do not propose to discuss 
the merits of the two issues involved. 
Indeed, it may be held that, purely as 
quantity surveyors, we have no direct 
concern with either.

Hurst Park Development Proposals 
‘Largest Post-War Private Residential Scheme’ 


A SHAREHOLDERS’ MEETING of the Hurst 
Park Club Syndicate, Ltd., held on 
December 8, approved a recommendation 
made by their directors, to enter into a 
provisional agreement with Wates, Ltd., 
the builders and developers, for the 
re-development of their 122-acre Thames- 
side racecourse. 

This decision will enable Wates, Ltd., 
to be joined in the application for plan- 
ning approval to proceed with what is 
claimed to be Britain’s largest private 
post-war comprehensive residential 
scheme. If approval is granted, a joint 
development company will be formed. It 
is estimated that the development will 
take up to five years to complete. 

Mr. Anthony Minoprio, FRIBA, 
MTPI, has been retained as town plan- 
ning consultant. 

Commenting on _ the 


proposed _re- 


development, MR. NORMAN WATES, who is 
chairman of Wates, Ltd., said: ‘I believe 
that this town planning application has 
great merit. If it is accepted we will be 
able to provide homes for many hundreds 
of families. The type of houses we 
build will depend. upon the Minister’s 
decision on density—because of the great 
shortage of building land in London he 
may insist on a high density. But I hope 
that we will be able to build all types of 
houses. 

Mr. Wates emphasised that efforts will 
be made vastly to improve the present 
landscape features, and special attention 
will be given to the lay-out of the 
development and to the preserving of 
existing amenities, particularly on the 
riverside frontage. The proposals include 
provision for sites for churches, schools, 
shops and playing fields. 


Developments of Brighton 


Corporation to Consider Three Schemes 


SIXTEEN SCHEMES have been submitted to 
Brighton town council for the rebuilding 
of the 1l4-acre central area site made 
available for private development, and of 
these the town planning committee has 
recommended three for submission to the 
council in January. Of the three selected 
schemes two have buildings of at least 
20 stcereys and the third of 14 storeys. 
Each of the three recommended schemes 
would cost between £5m. and £6m. 

The central feature of the scheme sub- 
mitted by the Bernard Sunley Investment 
Trust Ltd. is a multi-purpose hail which 
*does not form part of the scheme to be 
built by the sponsors’ and would thus 
fall to the lot—and °xpense—of the cor- 
poration. This plan includes on the sea- 
front site a striking four-storey motel, 
supported in front by stilts, and sur- 
mounted by twin towers of 18 storeys. 

Under the scheme stbmitted by the 


Taylor-Woodrow Group, a casino is pro- 
posed for this site. It would be accom- 
modated in a building, including also 
winter gardens, with a dance hall, a con- 
ference hall, and a restaurant. The build- 
ing would be overtopped by a cruciform 
tower going up to 27 storeys, giving an 
overall height of 300 ft. This scheme in- 
cludes provision for 354 flats, four pent- 
houses, and 51 maisonettes, but for only 
63 lock-up garages, and parking space for 
a further 1,400 cars. 

The third of the recommended 
schemes, submitted by Copthall Holdings 
Ltd., modifies the existing road lay-out, 
and great care has been taken to separate 
pedestrian ways from traffic. Buildings 
vary from seven to 14 storeys, and the 
King’s-road—West-street site is occupied 
by auditoriums, dancing, social and sport- 
ing facilities, an hotel shopping arcade, 
and public parking for 1,830 cars.

Proposed Development 
at Ham 


Evidence at Public Inquiry into Housing 
Scheme 

AT A PLANNING INQUIRY he'd at Richmond 
on December 9, Wates Ltd. appealed 
against Surrey County Council’s refusal 
to allow them to develop 34 acres of land 
near the Thames at Ham. The council 
is supported by sports associations who 
say the land should be laid out as play- 
ing fields and open space, while Rich- 
mond Council is in favour of building on 
the land. 

SIR SYDNEY LITTLEWOOD, who repre- 
sented Wates, Ltd., said that the land was 
part of 60 acres of reclaimed gravel pits 
between Woodville and Hardwick-roads, 
Ham. It was not part of the Green Belt. 
A large number of homes could be built 
on the site. They would be near Lon- 
don and planned as an organised and 
attractive community. 

The inspector who conducted the 
inquiry for the Ministry of Housing was 
told by MR. NORMAN WATES, chairman of 
the building firm, that they intended 
developing the estate as a small com- 
munity, giving a varied result which 
would blend in with the district. On 
such a large site, houses and flats could 
be built at reasonable cost-—about £3,000 
to £4,000 each. All services were avail- 
able. 

In answer to a question by MR. A. M. 
MUNDY, for the county council, Mr. Wates 
said that while playing fields were an 
amenity, houses were a necessity. 

The Assistant County Planning Officer, 
MR. E. A. POWDRILL, said: ‘It cannot be 
stressed strongly enough that we hold in 
our hands the key to the preservation of 
all that the river has meant to people in 
this area.’ 

MR. C, HEYWORTH, Town Clerk of Rich- 
mond, said the borough was in the dif- 
ficult position of approving the applica- 
tion, while being prevented from giving 
permission. Richmond Council was satis- 
fied that the amenities of Ham would be 
safeguarded.

Contract Lost on Apprenticeship Clause 


Council Reject Recommendation that Firm 
be Barred from Further Tendering 


PORTSMOUTH CITY COUNCIL have rejected 
a recommendation by its health and hous- 
ing committee that a firm of Portsmouth 
builders should be barred from tendering 
for council work for three years. The 
committee had reported that the firm in 
question had submitted the lowest tender 
for the building of 72 flats and maison- 
ettes and 21 garages in Furze-lane, Mil- 
ton, but because of failure to comply with 
the apprenticeship clause, it recom- 
mended that the second lowest tender, 
of £141,163, from Henry Jones and Son 
(Portsmouth), Ltd., be accepted. The 
rejected tender, that of J. V. Figgins 
(Builders), Ltd., was for £140,895. 


CLLR. A. G. ASQUITH-LEESON expressed 
the view that it was rather harsh treat- 
ment of the firm—and it seemed dicta- 
torial and arbitrary—to bar it from ten- 
dering because it had nct a certain quota 
of apprentices on its staff. 

CLLR. G. A. DAY, who said he was a great 
advocate of the apprenticeship clause 
being in the council's contracts, com- 
mented: ‘ Because the tender was invalid, 
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it wipes that out, but I do feel that the 
second punishment is much too harsh. 
They have lost the job.’ 

ALD. F. MILES, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said the company’s declaration 
stated that on January 1 it had seven 
indentured apprentices and 50 craftsmen. 
That was not strictly true because the 
company was only formed in the spring 
of this year. Subsequently, the company 
had written admitting this was wrong, 
and apologising. They pointed out that 
over the years they had tendered in the 
name of ‘ E. Figgins.’ 

CLLR. E. O. BATESON thought the com- 
pany had made a bona-fide mistake, and 
moved that the reference to barring it for 
three years be deleted. 

The amendment, which was supported 
by the committee chairman, was passed 
by 29 votes to 22. 

ALD. A. JOHNSON satd the minute was 
so involved, so unsatisfactory and so 
unjust that he would give notice of a 
further amendment referring the whole 
minute baok for further consideration. 
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LMBA Medal for Durham 
Building Teacher 


MR. NORMAN DAVIDSON, a part-time teacher 
of National Certificate subjects in building 
at Durham City Technical College, was 
presented with the LMBA’s Building 
Teacher’s Silver Medal and a cheque for 
£25 at the December meeting of the 
LMBA Council. The presentation was 
made by the President, Mr. K. J. Pearce. 
The LMBA offers a silver medal each year 
to the best student taking the City and 
Guilds of London Institute’s Technical 
Teachers’ Training Certificate examina- 
tion, who is teaching or intending to 
teach building subjects. So far all the 
winners have come from outside London. 


Law Report 


Firms Disagree on Terms 
of Interim Injunction 


Court of Appeal 


THE COURT OF APPEAL was told on Decem- 
ber 11 that Terrapin, Ltd., had been 
unable to reach agreement with Builders 
Supply Co. (Hayes) Ltd., and Swiftplan 
Ltd., as to terms on which an interim 
injunction against the latter companies 
should be stayed. 

The injunction, granted by Mr. Justice 
Roxburgh on July 31, restrains them from 
manufacturing or selling certain types of 
portable building units without Terrapin’s 
consent, until trial of an action being 
brought against them by Terrapin. 


Pending the companies’ appeal the 
injunction had been stayed on terms 
fixed by Lord Justice Willmer. The 


appeal hearing ended on December 4, 
when the court indicated that the 
appeal would be dismissed unless the 
parties could agree terms. 

SIR ANDREW CLARK, Qc, for the defen- 
dant companies, now said that the parties 
were so far apart it was impossible to 
agree. He asked that the injunction be 
stayed on terms similar to those imposed 
by Lord Justice Willmer, subject to his 
clients being permitted to complete con- 
tracts entered into up to December 11. 
He also asked that they be allowed to 
complete contracts for which they had 
already tendered but for which their 
tenders had not yet been accepted. 

It would be invidious, he suggested, if 
they had to withdraw tenders they had 
already properly made. His clients were 
prepared to continue their undertaking to 
pay 10 per cent of their sales receipts into 
a joint account. 

“TI am told,’ he said, ‘ that tenders out, 
but not all accepted, would amount to 
something like £250,000, representing 
about three months’ work. Plaintiffs will 
be amply protected.’ 

The appeal was accordingly dismissed, 
but a stay of the injunction granted on 
the terms suggested by Sir Andrew. 
Terrapin, Ltd., were given the costs of 
the appeal, except of the proceedings 
before Lord Justice Willmer. These were 
directed to be costs in the pending action.

7.—Accountancy, Cost Control and Analysis 
By R. C. Sansom, BSc(Eng), AMICE 


SUMMARY: The Building Research Station has recently carried out a project, 
on behalf of the European Productivity Agency, concerning the organisation 


of building sites. 


The object of the study was to obtain information on ail 


aspects of organising work on the site and on associated head office functions. 
The study involved visits to contractors and their sites, to research organisa- 
tions, and to employers’ and operatives’ federations and covered nine European 
countries, namely Austria, Belgium, Denmark, France, Great Britain, Holland, 


Italy, Norway and West Germany. 


The present article (Crown Copyright 


reserved) is the seventh and last of a series based on the information obtained, 
and deals with accountancy, with the periodic comparison between the cost 
and the value of the work done on a site as a means of control, and with the 


analysis of production data both for detailed control and for future use. 


The 


first article was of a general nature, entitled ‘The Building Industries of 
Europe’; other articles dealt with subjects such as control and supervision of 
sites, planning and programming, incentives, and the purchase and use of 


building materials.

INTRODUCTION 


THE FUNCTION OF ACCOUNTANCY, including 
book-keeping, occupies a central position 
in a firm’s activities, and, quite apart 
from any legal obligations, its existence 
is essential for supplying information by 
which the firm’s dealings with its clients, 
suppliers, sub-contractors and work 
people can be regulated, the financial 
results of its work judged, and its future 
actions influenced. In the present con- 
text, cost-control is defined as the pro- 
cess of examining at regular intervals the 
total cost, or the total labour expenditure, 
of a site and of comparing it with the 
total value of the work done to date, or 
with the previously-estimated total labour 
expenditure up to the stage concerned. 
Any more detailed comparisons, in terms 
of individual trades or operations, or 
analyses of output rates and so on, are 
considered in this context as constituting 
cost (and output) analysis. Naturally, the 
divisions between these three aspects are 
not sharply defined, and those adopted 
are necessarily somewhat arbitrary. 

These aspects of organisations were in- 
cluded in the study recently carried out 
in nine European countries on which 
these articles are based, and were dis- 
cussed with 22 firms participating in the 
study. 


Accountancy 


Many of the differences encountered in 
accountancy methods merely reflected 
differences in routine procedures, and 
were often of no particular significance. 
Accordingly, all matters of ‘Company 
Accounts,’ wage and tax calculations 
have been ignored. Also, in this article, 
the existence of sub-accounts and ledger- 
books for material purchases, payments 
to sub-contractors, etc., which interlock 
with individual site accounts, has had to 
be taken for granted. 

Many of the firms had departmental 
accounts for mechanical plant and for 
motor transport. These enabled the total 
operating costs of such services and the 


income derived from charges made to 
sites. to be brought into a yearly com- 
parison, and appropriate hire rates for 
the next year to be deduced. A similar 
procedure was applied in one firm in Den- 
mark to the activities of a staff-architect’s 
department, and, in a few firms in France 
and Austria, to the work of a technical 
bureau at the central office engaged on 
such duties as detail drawings, calcula- 
tions, taking-off quantities from drawings, 
etc. The service charges to individual 
jobs for these functions were based either 
on recording the time spent, or on a 
percentage of the job value. In the 
former case there are some indications 
that the practice often leads to irksome, 
and largely fictitious, apportionments of 
their working time by staff, so as to 
appear to satisfy the demands of the 
system. 

A few firms doing their own plumbing 
work, and making their own joinery items 
in a central workshop, had established 
these activities as separate departments 
with their own accounts systems, treat- 
ing them virtually as sub-contractors or 
suppliers. This proved satisfactory, 
especially when, as was generally the case, 
work for outside firms was also under- 
taken. 

Clearly, care is necessary that practices 
intended as an aid to management do not 
become an end in themselves, although 
no hard and fast conclusion can be drawn 
on the subject of departmental accounts 
since so much depends on the size, type 
of work, and general organisation of the 
firm concerned, 


Job Accounts 


With one exception, all the firms kept 
separate accounts for each of their sites. 
This they considered as a cardinal prin- 
ciple in organising their accountancy. 
Generally, the maintenance of expendi- 
ture- and receipts-accounts for each job, 
and the preparation of any cost/value 
comparisons (see below), was carried out 
at their central offices. They were based 


on the information supplied from the 
sites on labour, materials, plant, the 
amount of work done, etc., and on other 
normal documents such as_ suppliers’ 
invoices, payment certificates and wage 
sheets. 

Several examples of job expenditure- 
accounts are reproduced in the full 
Report drawn from different firms and 
countries. There is a_ similarity of 
approach between these examples taken 
from widely differing backgrounds, des- 
pite the differences in details such as the 
methods of charging plant repairs, plant 
fuel costs or small tools. Their main 
common feature was the separation of 
the expenditure into the charges relative 
to labour wages, building materials, sub- 
contractors, salaries to site staff, plant, 
transport, plus a number of items which 
can be considered as ‘site overheads’ 
charges, with final additions for ‘ general 
expenses’ such as taxes, insurances, etc. 
Of course, the detailed nature and presen- 
tation of the ‘site overheads’ and 
‘general expenses’ groups will vary 
according to the contractual practices in 
different countries and the judgment of 
individual firms. 

The important point is that the form 
of the expenditure account shall be 
clearly defined and adhered to in any one 
firm for all similar jobs, and conform as 
closely as possible to the divisions used 
in preparing estimates. This will increase 
the ease of inter-job comparisons, and 
the likelihood of being able to derive use- 
ful information from the job expenditure- 
accounts for future use. 

Similarly, the form of job receipts- 
accounts used in contract work also 
varied slightly between the different firms 
in the nine countries. The main differ- 
ences concerned the separation, or other- 
wise, of such items as increased wages, 
rises in materials’ prices, daywork claims 
and stocks on site. 


Cost Control 


In speculative building, although the 
receipts or sales account controlled the 
policy decisions on the rate of building, 
it was generally considered to have little 
or no relevance for cost control purposes. 
As will be seen later, as soon as the ques- 
tion of cost control, and hence of cost/ 
value comparisons during construction, 
comes under consideration, the concept 
of ‘ value of work done’ and not that of 
claims or receipts becomes the pre- 
dominant factor. This is true for both 
speculative and for contract work. 

As mentioned earlier, virtually all the 
22 firms concerned kept separate accounts 
for each job, covering expenditure and 
receipts. Obviously, at the end of each 
job these accounts revealed the final 
financial position for that particular site 
or contract, and whether a loss or profit 
had been made on it. 





However, in addition to this and for 
the purpose of cost-control, 14 firms 
normally made a monthly comparison for 
each job between cost and value, and 4 
more firms normally did the same thing 
at three-monthly intervals. Of the remain- 
ing 4 firms, one made a monthly cost and 
value comparison of all jobs taken 
together, and 2 made a monthly compari- 
son between actual and the estimated 
labour costs, or hours, for each job. 

[hese differences in practice did not 
correspond directly with the type of work 
usualiy undertaken by the firm. There 
was a tendency for more of the larger 
firms, say, With turnovers of more than 
£im. per year, to have full monthly cost/ 
value comparisons for each job; on the 
other hand, such monthly comparisons 
for each job were employed by some firms 
with annual turnovers down to £600,000. 
Generally, however, the differences were 
related more to varying opinions regard- 
ing the usefulness of such comparisons as 
frequently as monthly or three-monthly, 
to varying amounts of freedom given to 
site supervisors or to staff shortages. The 
firm’s familiarity or otherwise with the 
type of job in progress, and the distance 
of the site from the central office, also 
affected the issue. 

There is no doubt that for the smaller 
firms full monthly cost/value compari- 
sons for each job can be a strain on 
limited staff resources, and that, if a 
choice has to be made, the employment of 
good quality site staff and the mainten- 
ance of good relationships with them are 
better long-term investments than addi- 
tional accounting operations. Unless 
adequate staff and time can be devoted 
to the tasks of work and stock measure- 
ments on sites, and to adjustments to 
accounts in the office, so that a reasonable 
degree of accuracy can be achieved in 
the resulting cost/value comparison, then 
the task is best dealt with thoroughly at 
less frequent intervals, or, alternatively, 
comparisons between labour-expenditure 
and labour-estimates could be adopted. 

This had, in fact, happened in two 
firms, who had tried and abandoned 
monthly cost/value comparisons. One 
firm now used monthly comparisons 
between the actual and the estimated 
total man-hours for each job, up to the 
stage of the work reached. The other 
firm had extended the interval between 
job cost/value comparisons to three 
months. 

It is also possible, of course, to com- 
bine three-monthly cost/value compari- 
sons with monthly comparisons of actual 
and the estimated labour consumptions. 


Valuation 

The amount of effort involved in get- 
ting a reasonably accurate assessment of 
the value of work done on a site 
up to any given time may sometimes 
determine the frequency with which the 
cost/value comparisons are made, or even 
whether any are made before the end of 
the job. The question of effort is, how- 
ever, related to the methods of measure- 
ment employed. The following three 
methods were encountered. 

First, direct physical measurement and 
valuation of the quantities of work done 


and of stocks of materials. This method 
is probably inevitable for some work on 
most building sites, whatever the contrac- 
tual system, because of variations in items 
such as foundation depths, the desire of 
both client and contractor to relate pay- 
ments to the amount of work done at any 
given time, and in some cases the needs 
of an incentive payments scheme. Some 
of the same considerations may also apply 
to speculative construction. 

Second, an interim * stage-valuation ’ 
method was sometimes used in housing 
work, in which a money value had been 
given to each of the various parts of a 
house, such as ground floor brickwork, 
roof timbering, electrical wiring, first coat 
plastering, etc. The weekly and total pro- 
gress for the site, in terms of completed 
stages,’ was marked by the site super- 
visor on a Classified but unpriced pro- 
gress report sheet. The interim valua- 
tion was found in the central office by 
multiplying the completed stages by their 
appropriate *‘ stage-values.’ 

When used in contract work, the stage- 
values and the subsequent recordings of 
progress were agreed with the client's 
quantity surveyor, and were generally 
based on the bill of quantities with due 
allowance for the value of its preliminary 
items. For contract work also, it was 
rather more usual to deal with founda- 
tions and _ sub-structures by direct 
measurement, confining the use of the 
stage-valuation method to superstruc- 
tures. Obviously, this method can be 
applied to the repetitive elements in the 
construction of flats, as well as to houses. 

Third, a so-called ‘100 per cent card’ 
was sometimes used. This card was ruled 
horizontally to give 100 equal divisions 
vertically, and the various parts of a two- 
storey house were each allocated a num 
ber of such divisions, proportional to 
their money values. The card was ruled 
also, to indicate individual houses, thus 
giving a series of rectangles. Each 
house was inspected weekly, and the 
estimated progress was marked on the 
card, by crossing off the rectangles 
concerned with a diagonal line and 
writing in the week’s code number. By 
counting the total number of crossed rec- 
tangles and the number crossed for a par- 
ticular week (each rectangle representing 
one per cent of the value of the house), 
a record was obtained for the site of the 
“equivalent units of value’ expressed as 
a percentage completed up to date and 
for the week. Foundations and sub- 
structure can be kept separate from this 
system, or an average depth and percen- 
tage value can be assumed and variations 
from this measured monthly. The system 
is simple and convenient to use, being 
similar to that of ‘stage valuation.’ It 
was seen in use for two-storey speculative 
housing in this country, and for the 
contract construction of flats in Holland. 

Reviewing these three ways of measur- 
ing and valuing the amount of work done 
at any stage in the duration of a job, it 
can be said that the methods of stage- and 
percentage-valuation are useful alterna- 
tives or adjuncts to that of direct physical 
measurement. This is so, irrespective of 
whether the valuation is for internal cost 
value comparisons, for bonus payments, 
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for preparing claims for payment, or for 
a combination of these purposes. In the 
case of contract work, it will be necessary, 
of course, to have a working agreement 
with the client or his representative 
regarding the extent and manner of appli- 
cation of these methods, but this has 
been successfully done on many jobs. 

The opportunities for using these latter 
two methods are clearly greatest in repe- 
titive housing and in flats, but, whatever 
the job, the essential point which 
determines their usefulness is the identi- 
fication of repetitive items of work of a 
suitable size and type. 


Cost/Value Comparisons 

Four examples of monthly cost/value 
comparisons drawn from firms both here 
and abroad are reproduced in the full 
report. Their essential feature, whatever 
the type of job concerned, was the isola- 
tion and comparison up to a chosen day 
of the true cost to the firm and the true 
value of the work done, as distinct from 
the total expenditure and total receipts. 
For job cost this will involve taking note, 
amongst other things, of acknowledged 
but unpaid liabilities to suppliers and sub- 
contractors, or even the approximate 
pricing of delivery notes for materials 
vefore invoices or bills have been pre- 
sented. Likewise, for job value, the im- 
portant matter of stocks on site must 
obviously be taken into account, as 
must any reclaimable increases in wages 
or in the prices of materials. 

This does not detract from the obvious 
importance in both contract and specula- 
tive work of watching the receipts 
account, but is to recognise that, because 
of retention, sums in dispute, etc., in 
contract work and because of the 
irregular nature of sales in speculative 
work, the ‘raw’ receipts account alone 
cannot provide information on whether a 
profit or loss has been made on the work 
done up to date, which is the primary 
object of a _ cost/value comparison. 
Equally obviously, such comparisons are 
not, and were not claimed to be, a means 
of fine control; they could only give 
reasonably approximate results which 
would show up an adverse position for 
the job and thereby permit closer investi- 
gations to be initiated if so desired. 

It is of no importance whether the 
firm’s general overheads are included in 
the cost side of the comparison, or 
whether, alternatively, the results are 
examined from the viewpoint of their 
covering both overheads and profit. It is 
desirable, however, that the total gain or 
loss to date, and also for the period since 
the last comparison, should both be 
clearly shown, as money and as percen- 
tages of values or costs, and that the pro- 
portion of the job completed should also 
be shown. 


Cost and Output Analysis 


Cost and output analysis is linked at all 
levels with accountancy, bookkeeping and 
cost-control and, as has been said earlier, 
there is no hard and fast boundary line 


between them. The present context is 
confined, however, to considering the 
analysis of the production costs of indi- 
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vidual jobs and of the productivity levels 
achieved on them. It is concerned, there- 
fore, with information to be derived from 
the expenditure records of each job, and 
from the site records of labour consump- 
tion and work done. 

The purposes of such analyses are first 
to show what parts of a job are making 
or losing money relative to the estimated 
expenditure, and secondly, to be of use 
in preparing future’ estimates, pro- 
grammes of work or incentive targets. 

Amongst the 21 firms visited who 
carried out perodic cost/value compari- 
sons for the purpose of cost-control, 13 
operated some kind of formal cost and 
output analysis. There was no correlation 
with country or with type of work under- 
taken, although some of the firms who 
undertook varied general contracting 
work to a greater extent than dwelling 
construction, gave the changeable nature 
of their work as the reason for not 
attempting to compile analytical data. 
There was, however, some tendency for 
more of the larger firms to undertake 
such analysis than the smaller firms. 

Descriptions of some of the different 
types of analyses encountered are given 
in the full Report, and it is only possible 
to record here their main characteristics. 

First, it is convenient to consider 
repetitive two-storey houses or flats, 
where the costs of certain complete com- 
ponents such as external brick walls, par- 
titioning, and plumbing systems, can be 
compared with estimates and with the 
costs in earlier groups of such houses 
or flats, either at the end of the 
Alterna- 


job or at periodic intervals. 
tively, such comparisons may be based 
on trade costs, for example, all brick- 


layer’s work, or all carpenter’s work, 
rather than on building components. In 
all cases the data may be analysed only 
for labour hours and wage costs or for 
both labour and materials costs. 

Second, it is convenient to consider 
jobs in which any output analysis will 
generally be only in terms of unit 
measurement, for example, per cubic 
metre of one type of brickwork carried 
out at periodic intervals or at the end of 
the job. 

These distinctions are more of con- 
venience than fundamental, and in either 
case may be accompanied by overall com- 
parisons between the actual and esti- 
mated figures for total wages, for average 
wage rates, for total material costs, for 
site overhead expenses, etc. 

From what has been outlined above, it 
can be seen that a variety in the degree 
of detail, methods, and timing of cost 
and output analyses can be expected, 
according to the needs, ideas, resources 
and type of work of any given firm, and 
in fact was encountered. 


Analysis of Labour Consumption 


The expenditure of labour hours on 
the site in relation to the amount of work 
done was generally regarded as the most 
important factor in cost and output 
analysis, and it was often implicitly 
assumed that the expenditure on materials 
was -fixed or substantially outside the 
firm’s control. 

The basis of all and 


cost output 


analysis is the daily time report, in which 
the total hours worked on the site each 
day are divided among the different 
trades and grades of workmen and 
allocated to the different items of work 
with which they have been occupied. 
Examples are given in the full Report, 
including some _ using’ standardised 
schedules of work-classifications which 
enabled code numbers to be entered on 
time reports instead of written descrip- 
tions. 

Obviously, quite apart from the needs 
of analysis, the classification and alloca- 
tion of site hours is necessary, to some 
degree at least, whenever’ incentive 
schemes are in force. 

Having obtained the classified man- 
hours, which may be returned daily, 
weekly or fortnightly to the central office, 
the actual analysis of output in terms of 
manhours or wage costs could be under- 
taken. 


Two-storey Housing 
For two-storey houses, one firm (in 
this country) considered it sufficient to 
compare the wage costs of each trade as 
between successive groups of houses, and 
also with the original estimates. Only the 
direct costs of the superstructures were 
used, to eliminate differences arising 
from varying depths of foundations and 
drains. Provided the site allocation of 
manhours to the diflerent house groups 
was correctly done, comparisons of the 
cost per house between successive groups, 
for all trades added together, normally 
agreed within about 5 per cent. The 
corresponding variation between groups 
of houses for a given trade was often 
larger than this, and + 10 per cent was 
not considered unreasonable. Appre- 
ciably larger variations than these, either 
for a particular trade or for all trades 
together, were drawn to the attention of 
the central supervisor of sites. Any 
further analysis into terms of unit quanti- 
ties, only took place if it was desired to 
apply this information to a similar but 
new type of house. 

Alternatively, for similar work, another 
firm which operated a_ well-organised 
scheme covering nearly all work opera- 
tions, was content to leave the cost con- 
trol aspect mainly to watching the level 
of weekly bonus earnings in each trade 
on the site, and to the results of the 
regular monthly cost/value comparison 
for the job. The collection of labour cost 
data was then more a matter of long-term 
concern, and to deal with this each site 
kept an ‘average cost book.’ This was 
filled in periodically and sent at about 
monthly intervals to the central office. 

The book showed information on the 
successive total wage costs of complete 
items in each house, such as chimney 
breasts or all partition walls, or of unit 
quantities such as a cubic yard of con- 
crete floor slab or of excavation of a 
drain trench. Not only were some items 
in different and larger terms than the 
bonus targets, but the books con- 
veniently summarised information which 
could otherwise be obtained only by 
hunting through numbers of weekly 
labour cost sheets. These books formed 
the basis of a monthly central office ‘ cost 


letter,’ which was circulated amongst the 
firm’s sites to encourage a competitive 
spirit in labour cost matters, and they 
provided when needed a useful and con- 
venient pool of information for the firm’s 
estimating staff. 

For work other than two-storey hous- 
ing, the incentive to use a ‘ decimal’ or 
similar standardised system of classifica- 
tion is greater and the presentation of 
the analysis will be correspondingly dif- 
ferent. In one firm in Germany, con- 
cerned with structural work only, the 
continuous grouping of output data, in 
manhours, during construction was 
carried out monthly on special manhours- 
expenditure sheets, one sheet for each 
trade and one column for each opera- 
tion. Provision was also made on the 
sheets for the calculation of monthly 
unit-outputs; it was not in fact carried 
out, and seems unjustified in view of the 
extra work involved and doubtful value 
of the results at such frequent intervals. 
Subsequently at the end of the job, or 
at the end of the operations of a par- 
ticular trade, the data from the sheets 
together with that on the final quantities 
of work executed were entered on collect- 
ing sheets. A separate assessment was 
also made of the loss or gain in total wage 
costs, and of the actual average wage 
rate paid compared with that allowed 
for in the estimates. 

It is, of course, important in all 
analyses in terms of hours to distinguish 
between outputs achieved under the dif- 
fering conditions of basic wages, *‘ plus 
rates’ or incentive schemes of various 
kinds, and provision should be made for 
this. Where plus rates or other incen- 
tives are in use, labour consumption and 
output analysis in terms of hours cannot 
stand alone, unless converted into 
‘equivalent’ hours at the basic wage 
rates which, of course, cannot then be 
directly used in programme preparation. 


Costs of Mechanical Plant 

In the examples of labour consumption 
analysis referred to above, no specific 
provision was made for taking account of 
the interaction of labour costs and 
mechanical plant costs. This was mainly 
because of one or other of the following 
reasons: the type of plant used in house 
and flats construction tends to be the 
same within any given firm; mechanical 
plant, e.g., hoists, cranes, is often work- 
ing on more than one operation; many 
firms prepared their estimates for jobs 
by separating all mechanical plant as a 
distinct item chargeable to the job as a 
whole, and accordingly required any cost 
and output analysis data to follow the 
same separation. 

Provided the general conditions quali- 
fying any particular figures of unit man- 
hours or costs are ciearly appreciated, 
there is no special harm in carrying out 
labour expenditure analysis separately 
from plant. and there will often be no 
practicable alternative. However, for 
items such as concreting, in which a 
mixer is an integral part of the process, 
and may often be employed on one type 
of operation only at a time (for example, 
concreting strip foundations or slab 
floors), an analysis sheet combining both 
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labour and plant costs was used by one 
firm. This not only gave a series of unit 
costs inclusive of both the labour and 
plant elements, but when used in con- 
junction with an incentive payments 
scheme had certain other advantages in 
relation to the working of the scheme 
itself. 


Analysis of Materials Consumption 

As stated in an earlier article on 
‘Building Materials,’ the question of 
analysing the consumption of building 
materials generally received little atten- 
tion compared with that often given to 
other aspects of organisation. 

An exception to this tendency was one 
firm in this country, who analysed the 
quantities and costs of materials used in 
their houses and compared them with the 
original estimates. This process was 
carried out for (say) a group comprising 
the first six houses on a given site. 
Similar comparisons were then made with 
each successive group, or with combina- 
tions of two or three successive groups 
taken together. The comparative quan- 
tities and costs were first corrected for 
any rises in price, or for extra work such 
as deeper foundations or drain manholes, 
and then the relative importance or 
otherwise of the differences could be 
seen. In this way, it was possible to draw 
the attention of the chief supervisor of 
sites to any waste which seemed exces- 
sive. 

A comparison, in terms only of money, 
was made by a firm in West Germany 
between the originally estimated and 
actually consumed quantities of materials 
for brickwork, blockwork, plastering and 
concreting. Although this was better 
than making no comparison at all, such 
a money-comparison does not necessarily 
yield information on the real consump- 


tion of materials and on probable wastage 
levels. 


Analysis of Site Overhead Costs and 
Unit Costs 

All the firms having a formal costs 
analysis system separated site overhead 
costs from other items of expenditure. 
Such costs may then be expressed as a 
total percentage of the labour or of the 
labour and materials combined, at the end 
of each job, and will in due course pro- 
vide a useful range of information con- 
cerning the total percentage appropriate 
to different types of work and conditions. 
However, the field of application of such 
information is increased if the analysis 
is extended to give in each case the per- 
centage-levels of the principal constitu- 
ents of site overheads. 

‘Total unit cost’ in the present con- 
text means a cost per unit quantity of 
certain types of work, for example, brick- 
work or concrete floors, which cost 
includes labour and materials’ costs and 
shares of the plant and site overhead 
costs, and possibly also of the firm's 
general overhead costs. 

None of the firms seen who had a for- 
mal cost and output analysis system con- 
sistently analysed their data into this 
final form. One did so occasionally, as a 
check on the level of unit prices being 
used for preparing tenders for some hous- 


ing jobs based on bills of quantities. 

Without entering at this juncture into 
a detailed discussion of methods of esti- 
mating, it is obvious that data in the 
form of total unit costs have considerable 
disadvantages in conditions of changing 
wage rates and material prices, and also 
are more prone to being used out of 
context. 


Discussion of Cost and Output Analysis 


Just over half the firms in the survey 
carried out some system of analysis, and 
amongst them there were considerable 
variations both in the type of analysis 
and the degree of detail, according to 
their type of work and to internal factors 
related to staff resources, tendering 
methods, etc. Some firms not carrying 
out any formal analysis, said that their 
work was too variable for the data from 
previous jobs to be of any value in later 
ones. However, there was appreciable 
variation in the work undertaken by 
many of the firms who did carry out cost 
and output analysis, and all the firms 
doing so were quite sure of its value to 
them in both their present and future 
work. 

It is clear that properly prepared data 
can show which sections of a job are 
making or losing money relative to their 
estimated costs. Appreciable differences 
may indicate a bad estimate, or the intru- 
sion of unforeseeable events, cr that 
something is wrong with the organisation 
of the job. However, it was not suggested 
that analysis is a substitute for efficient 
site supervision, and were the detailed- 
control element of such analysis to be its 
only function, then doubtless even fewer 
firms than at present would trouble to 
undertake it, and even these would tend 
to restrict such work to the ad hoc 
investigation of bad results from a par- 
ticular job. 

It is the purpose of providing informa- 
tion for future use that makes such analy- 
sis become a routine rather than 
spasmodic process, and it is this aspect 
that makes the form in which data are 
accumulated important. This is not to 
say that the slavish and uncritical trans- 
ference of data from the past to the 
future is correct, nor that such data can 
cover every possible future need, nor that 
they can eliminate the need for sound 
judgment based on general experience. It 
is, however, true to say that the 
systematic building up of an integrated 
background of such results is valuable to 
any firm, whatever its work, that such 
data are complementary to and not ex- 
clusive of that from other sources such 
as reference books, and that their 
existence assists rather than hinders the 
process of judgment in estimating. 

If the routine analysis of all jobs is not 
possible, as may well be the case, par- 
ticularly among smaller firms, a com- 
promise should be made. Probably the 
best is to concentrate on carrying out 
each year a full cost and output analysis 
at the end of two or three jobs of each 
type, to help to establish the main trends 
of site overhead costs, labour output 
rates, non-productive labour costs, 
materials wastage rates, etc., and to sup- 
plement this information by the regular 
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analysis of labour output rates on a num- 
ber of the remaining jobs for one or more 
of the main items such as excavation, 
bricklaying, concreting, plastering, etc. 
The exact balance of the compromise can 
only be decided by each firm for itself, 
according to its resources and needs. 

Certainly the ideal to aim at is to have 
the results of the firm’s experience avail- 
able in an integrated and accessible form, 
with all the qualifying conditions clearly 
attached to the figures. 


Conclusions 

(1) Separate job accounts should be 
kept for each job. 

The detailed form of the job expendi- 
ture-account will vary to some extent 
with each firm, and reflect its own type 
of organisation. It should, however, be 
standardised within the firm and should 
separate the main items such as wages, 
materials, salaries, sub-contractors, plant, 
transport, etc.; it should show details of 
site overhead costs in a manner facilitat- 
ing subsequent analysis if so desired. 

(2) It is practicable in all firms to carry 
out a three-monthly cost/value compari- 
son for each job for the purposes of cost 
control. More frequent comparisons may 
be justified if the staff resources are avail- 
able, or if the results from the last com- 
parison were bad, or in the early stages of 
a job. Alternatively, monthly checks on 
labour expenditure can be used with 
advantage in conjunction with full three- 
monthly cost/value comparisons. 

The decision on which method or com- 
bination of methods to employ, and the 
frequency, will depend on the particular 
circumstances of the firm and/or job. 

(3) Such job cost/value comparisons 
must be based on a reasonably accurate 
valuation of stocks on site, and on the 
painstaking establishment of true costs 
and value at a chosen day as distinct from 
apparent expenditure and receipts. 

(4) In determining the value of work 
done on a site, and in particular for 
houses and flats, the maximum possible 
use should be made of stage- or percen- 
tage-methods of measurement and valua- 
tion for repetitive items. 

(5) Every firm should consider to what 
extent it can establish within its organi- 
sation the function of detailed cost and 
output analysis of its jobs, having as the 
dual objects of such analysis both detailed 
control and the provision of data for 
future use. 

The methods, the frequency, and the 
degree of details adopted can only be 
decided by each firm for itself in the 
light of the types of work undertaken, the 
staff resources available, the methods of 
estimating in use, the stability or other- 
wise of wage and material price levels, 
etc. 

(6) The basis of any analysis, whether 
done regularly or only as a special investi- 
gation, is the classification of site labour 
expenditure into various operations. The 
careful routine apportionment of daily 
site hours should be carried out on all 
jobs, irrespective of whether or not their 
subsequent analysis has been decided on 
at the commencement of the job. 

Such classification must be as consis- 
tent as possible, and therefore should

(7) If cost and output analysis is under- 
taken for any job, it should be possible, 
aS a Minimum result, to have comparisons 
available, at the end of the job, between 
the actual and the estimated total expen- 
ditures, on site overheads, on materials, 
on plant, and on the labour in each of the 
principal trades. 

(8) Wherever possible these compari- 
sons should also take place at intervals 
during cons. iction. This, or (7) above, 


may be all that is required for repetitive 
two-storey housing work, if a_ well- 
developed incentives scheme exists also. 

(9) In addition to (7) and (8), on those 
jobs covered by detailed analysis, and as 
a sustitute for them on as many of the 
other jobs as possible, the labour output 
rates should be calculated at the end of 
the job. This should be done for the 
classified operations within the principal 
trades, in terms of hours and wage costs 
per unit of work done, and in turn these 
output rates should be compared with 
those assumed. 

(10) At the end of a proportion of jobs, 
the actual quantities used of each of the 
principal materials should be compared 
with those originally estimated, so that, 
after allowing for any extra work done, 
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data are available on the current levels of 
materials wastage. 

(11) It is of importance that the infor- 
mation from the cost and output analyses 
of different jobs should be properly inte- 
grated and cross-referenced to make it 
easily accessible, and be of uniform 
presentation, with the qualifying circum- 
stances clearly preserved. The organisa- 
tion within the firm should be such as to 
make the greatest possible use of the data. 
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Hyperbolic Paraboloid Concrete Shells

rHE new plant for Texas Instruments 
Limited at Mantons-lane, Bedford, will 
utilise two forms of construction in con- 
crete which are comparatively novel in 
Britain. The roof of the production area 
will be composed of a series of hyper- 
bolic paraboloid shells, while the floor 
of the production area and the upper 
floors and roof of the office block will be 
cast on the ground and jacked into posi- 
tion using the ‘ Lift Slab’ method of con- 
struction. 


Stage One to Begin 


Work will commence shortly on stage 
1 of the new plant to give an area of 
125,000 sq. ft.; 67,000 sq. ft. of this will 
be production space and 30,000 sq. ft. 
office accommodation. The remainder of 
the area includes 11,000 sq. ft. for ameni- 
ties and 17,000 sq. ft. for ancillary use 
such as stores and air-conditioning plant. 
The production area will be roofed with 
a series of hyperbolic paraboloid con- 
crete shells of inverted umbrella shape, 
each shell being 48 ft. x 48 ft. in plan 
supported by a single column. Although 
the recent visit of Professor Felix Candela 
to this country emphasised the wide 
acceptance of this form of construction 
in Mexico, to date only a few such roofs 
have been built in this country. 

In their new plant at Dallas, Texas 
Texas Instruments Incorporated—Ameri- 
can Associates of Texas Instruments 
Limited, h2ve utilised this type of roof, 
which was designed by Professor Can- 
dela for the architect, Mr. O'Neill Ford. 
So successful has this structure proved 
that the client has asked for similar 
shells to be incorporated in the new plant 
at Bedford. Among other things, this 
type of roofing allows glazing to the full 
height of the building with greatly 
improved lighting for the operatives. 

The consulting engineers for the new 
plant, Messrs. Oscar Faber and Partners.

ing the design of hyperbolic paraboloids 
and as part of its research programme in 
this field the Structures Department at 
the Association’s research station has 
made and tested an eighth-scale model 
of one of the shells. 


Purpose of the Tests 

The tests were designed to provide, in 
particular, information on the pattern of 
deflexions caused by eccentric loads. The 
results of these tests have provided 
valuable’ data for the consulting 
engineers, both in confirming the general 
soundness of the design and in suggesting 
certain modifications. Further tests on 


the model are proceeding as part of the 
Association’s general research  pro- 
gramme in this field. 

The use of the ‘ Lift Slab’ method is 
another innovation, again a_ well-tried 
system in the western hemisphere. A 
company has recently been formed in this 
country to operate this constructional 
system. Basically the system involves 
the casting of floor and roof slabs imme- 
diately below their final position into 
which they are jacked after the concrete 
has matured. The floors and roof of the 
four-storey office block and the floor of 
the manufacturing area, below which 
there is a basement service area, are being 
constructed in this way.

1. Building Blocks

2. Contractors’ Plant

4. Drying Plant 

To solve a problem of high humidity, 
a MOISTURE EXTRACTOR was recently 
installed in the Seismograph room of 
Durham University. The room is an 
underground chamber and, because the 
temperature had to be controlled to 
within plus or minus 1°C, it was not 
practicable to allow free circulation of 
air from outside. As a result, possibly 
due in part to the drying out of the sur- 
rounding concrete, condensation made 
the apparatus and documents damp.

Quantity Surveyors’ Fees 


As a result of negotiations which have 
been conducted between representatives 
of the Local Authorities’ Associations and 
the RICS, the scale of fees on housing 
work (which with minor adjustments 
has remained stationary since 1945) will 
be increased by 334 per cent; fees for 
flat work will be on a new basis, that of 
a percentage scale as at present for pre- 
tender work (except for an adjustment in 
the higher rates in favour of the local 
authorities), and a new charge for post- 
tender work which has been agreed at 
1.25 per cent on the agreed final account. 

Acceptance is a matter for individual 
authorities but the working party has 
strongly recommended the new scales 
for acceptance, and the Metropolitan 
Boroughs SJC has concurred. St. Mary- 
lebone BC is among those authorities 
which is recommended by its general 
purposes committee to adopt the revised 
scale. 


Apprentices’ Competition 


The prizes for the Building Appren- 
tices Craft Competitions, which had been 
run during the thirteen days of the 
Building Exhibition, were presented at 
Olympia on December 2. Mr. Harvey G. 
Frost, OBE, Chairman of the National 
Jcint Apprenticeship Board, said that this 
year the competition had been an out- 
standing success. Some 56 colleges and 
over 650 craft apprentices had taken part 
and the results showed that craftsmanship 
in the building industry was not on the 
wane, as some quarters thought. Through 
making the entries nation-wide, the num- 
ber of competitors had greatly increased 
and he predicted that a preliminary 
knock-out competition might be necessary 
in future. 

The prizes were presented by Mr. 
Leonard A. Walden, CBE, Chairman of 
the National Joint Council for the Build- 
ing Industry.

BRITISH EASTERN  CARIBBEAN.—The 
Columbian Corporation is establishing a 
wood-pulp factory in the Bartica area at 
a cost of about $30m. The work involves 
the construction of a dock, a hydro- 
electric plant, the wood-pulp plant itself, 
and a chemical plant. Additionally, it 
is planned to provide for the accommoda- 
tion of about 500 families, and eventually, 
to include schools, churches and other 
amenities. . The Georgetown Town 
Council have agreed to grant a contract 
to Messrs. Guianese Housing Corpora- 
tion for a housing scheme at La Peni- 
tence. The Government have released 
some 90 acres of land in the Grand Anse- 
Morne Rouge area, Granada, for hotels, 
houses, beach clubs and shops. Further 
incentives for development have been 
introduced by the Government including 
duty-free importation of earth-moving and 
road-making equipment.... The Govern- 
ment of St. Vincent is at present engaged 
in an island-wide sanitation programme. 
It is to be financed jointly from Colonial 
Development and Welfare Funds and 
UNICEF. The latter are to undertake 
the supply of all equipment and material 
which will have to be imported. Concrete 
mixers, tools, steel and cement are 
among the items included. The Govern- 
ment has also announced its intention to 
undertake a scheme of supplementary 
water-works construction in several parts 
of Trinidad, estimated to cost about 
$9m. ... The contract for the foundation 
werk in connection with the new Techni- 
cal Institute, on the Wrightson Road in 
Port of Spain, has been awarded by the 
Trinidad Government to Messrs. Ash & 
Watson Ltd. of Port of Spain. The esti- 
mated cost is $4m. The Trinidad Minister 
of Housing and Local Government has 
recently announced the intention to erect 
a group of four-storey apartment build- 
ings in the Port of Spain area to replace 
areas of dilapidated dwellings. The 
operation will be spread over three years 
and forms part of the 5-year development 
pian. 

CEYLON.—Two experts from the Inter- 
national Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development are due in Ceylon shortly 
to study and report on the proposed 
development prospects for Colombo and 
other ports. The Colombo port project 
will include the construction of new 
alongside quays, additional warehouses 
and cargo handling equipment together 
with bigger warehousing on Beira lake 
and the construction of cinals and locks 
from the sea to the lake. A scheme cost- 
ing Rs. 7m. is already in hand at the 
Port of Galle. This will provide more 
warehousing facilities on the reclaimed 
Klosenberg Bay and alongside facilities 
for lighters but not for vessels.
